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ACT OF INCORPORATION 

Resolution Incorporating the General Convention of the Baptist Churches 
in the State of Connecticut and Vicinity— Passed May, 1824. 

Resolved by this Assembly — That Asa Wilcox, Jonathan Goodwin, 
Augustus Bolles, Joseph B. Gilbert, Robert Francis, Elisha Cushman, Ros- 
well Burrows, Oliver Wilson, John Turney, Jeremiah Brown, Claudius L. 
Collins, Rufus Babcock, Wm. H. Manning, and Wm. Quiner and their 
associates; be, and they are hereby made and constituted a body politic 
and corporate, by the name of the General Convention of the Baptist 
Churches of Connecticut and Vicinity, and by that name they and their 
successors shall and may have perpetual succession, shall be capable of 
suing and being sued, plead and being impleaded, in all suits of what 
nature soever, may have a common seal, and the same alter or change at 
pleasure: and may also have, purchase, receive, hold, and convey away 
estate, real, personal, or mixed, the annual income of which shall not 
exceed three thousand dollars. Provided that said income, whatever may 
be the amount thereof, be annually expended and appropriated to the 
purposes designated in said petition. 

Said Convention may from time to time, elect a president and such other 
officers and agents as they may find necessary or convenient; may make 
By-Laws respecting the number, qualification, and duties of their officers 
and members, prescribe the mode of election, and admission of members, 
the time, the place, and manner of holding their meetings, the number 
necessary to form a quorum, and all other By-Laws and regulations 
the said Convention may deem necessary for the government and duo 
regulation of its concerns, to promote and secure the essential objects 
of said Convention as expressed in their Constitution, not repugnant 
to the laws of this State or the United States. 

The first meeting of said Convention shall be holden at the 
Baptist Meeting House in the city of Middletown, in the county of 
Middlesex, on the second Wednesday of June, A.D. 1824, at nine 
o’clock in the forenoon. 

This act of incorporation, or any part thereof, may be altered, 
amended or appealed, at the pleasure of the General Assembly. 

Resolved by this Assembly — That said corporation be hereafter called 
and known by the name of “The Connecticut Baptist Convention.” 


STATE CONVENTION 
Resolved in Alteration, Passed June 15, 1899 

Resolved by this Assembly — That the corporation known by the 
name of The Connecticut Baptist Convention, duly incorporated by the 
General Assembly of this state. May session, 1824, may hereafter have, 
purchase, receive, hold, and convey estate, real, personal, or mixed, the 
annual income of which shall not exceed twenty five thousand dollars. 


Resolved in Alteration, Passed April 2, 1909 

Resolved by this Assembly — That the resolution incorporating The 
Connecticut Baptist Convention be and it hereby is amended by adding at 
the end thereof the following: “Said Convention may accept and hold 
absolutely or as trustees, such funds as may be given, devised, or be- 
queathed to it, to be held by it in such manner or way as may be desired 
by the instrument making such gift, devise or bequest, when such funds, 
or the income therefrom, or reversion thereof shall be for the benefit of 
said Convention or individuals or churches affiliated therewith.” 


Resolved in Alteration, Passed October 22, 1966

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BY LAWS OF THE CONNECTICUT CONVENTION O F 

AMERICAN BAPTIST CHURCHES 
Adopted October 22 , 1966 
Amended October 21 , 1967; October 19, 1968 

ARTICLE I. NAME The name of this organization shall be the 

CONNECTICUT CONVENTION OF AMERICAN 
BAPTIST CHURCHES, INC. 

ARTICLE II. PURPOSE The Connecticut Convention of American Baptist 

Churches, a part of the church universal, has as its 
basic purpose the providing of a channel through which the American Baptist Churches of 
the state are enabled to fulfill their total mission in the world and in the state of Connecti- 
cut Convention of American Baptist Churches through cooperation with the American Baptist 
Convention, State, National and World Council of Churches, the Baptist World Alliance, 
and other cooperating groups. This mission stems from the obligation to declare and seek 
to make effective the will of God through the Lordship of Jesus Christ, in all areas of life. 

ARTICLE 111 . MEMBERSHIP 

Section I. Membership in this convention shall consist of all 

local churches of Connecticut which are in accord 
with and practicing the purposes of the Convention as set forth in Article 11. The bases of 
membership in the Convention shall include on the part of each local church: 

a) endeavoring to help develop and implement the programs and ministries of the Con- 
vention; 

b) seeking to provide leadership for the work of the Convention; 

c) giving evidence of implementing locally the purpose of the Convention; 

d) participating in the annual meetings of the Convention; 

e) selecting official delegates to the Convention at its annual meeting; 

f) Striving to meet the goal of at least 75% of its Mission Support objectives to the 
American Baptist Mission Program. 

g) Striving to meet the goal of at least 25% of its Mission Support objectives to the 
American Baptist Mission Program, if dually-aligned; 

Each American Baptist Church meeting these standards of membership in the judgement 
of the Executive Committee, shall be entitled to representation by its minister (s) and by 
one delegate for each hundred and each fraction of a hundred resident members; provided, 
however, that no local congregation shall have more than five delegates besides its minis- 
ters. 


Section 2. All members of the National Boards and officers of 

the American Baptist Convention residing within the 

V 7-r\r cyt 
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State, officers of this Convention, members of its Board of Managers, and members of all 
committees appointed in accordance with its By-Laws; and the President of the American 
Baptist Women of Connecticut; the American Baptist Men of Connecticut; and the Connecti- 
cut Baptist Youth Fellowship shall be ex officio delegates to the sessions of this Convention, 
having all the privileges usually accorded to such delegates, 

ARTICLE IV . MEETINGS 

Section 1 . The Annual meetings of the Convention shall be held 

on the dates and at a place that shall be determined 
at the first meeting of the Executive Committee following the preceding annual meeting. 

Section 2 . The Annual meetings shall have the following func- 

tions: 

a) Cultivation of fellowship among the local churches. 

b) Discussion of key issues which face the Convention in its ministry in the coming year 

and suggestions to the Board on how to meet faithfully these concerns. 

c) Election of the Board of Managers and officers. 

d) Education of the participants on some key ministries of the church. 

e) Inspiration. 

f) Presentation of reports by staff and all departments. 

g) Adoption of the budget to be presented by Board of Managers. 

Section 3 . Special meetings may be called by the President, at 

the direction of the Board of Managers. 

Section 4. Fifty (50) delegates shall constitute a quorum, but 

any number shall have power to adjourn a meeting. 

Section 5. The Annual Session shall be under the control of the 

Program Committee, which shall have power to make 
arrangements for speakers, and to apportion the time to speakers as the different departments 
of the work may require, subject to the approval of the Convention, 

Section 6. The proceedings of all meetings shall be regulated 

by Robert's Rules of Order Revised. 

Section 7. The fiscal year of the Convention shall be the same 

as that of the American Baptist Convention. 

ARTICLE V. ELECTIVE OFFICERS 

Section 1 . The officers of the Convention shall be a President, 

a First Vice-President, a Second Vice-President, a 
Treasurer (who may be either a person or a bank), and a Secretary. 
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Section 2 , The officers/ excepting the Treasurer and the Sec- 

retary/ shall be elected for a one year term after 
which they will not be eligible for re-election to the same office in the succeeding year. 

They shall serve from the close of the annual session at which they are elected until the 
close of the next annual session, or until their successors have been chosen. 

The Treasurer and Secretary shall be chosen by the Board of Managers. 

Section 3. The duties of the officers shall be such as in common 

practice pertain to their respective offices, except 
that the second vice-president shall serve as the Chairman of the Program Committee for 
the annual meeting; the First Vice-President shall preside at the meetings of the Executive 
Committee to enable the President to give leadership in policy decisions; and the President 
shall preside at the Board of Managers and at the Convention's annual meeting. (See Ar- 
ticle VllI). 

Section 4. In the event of a vacancy in any office, the officer 

in the next lower bracket shall fill the vacancy. 

Any vacancy not provided for shall be filled by the Executive Committee. Removal of an 
officer from the state shall automatically create a vacancy. 

Section 5. Responsibilities of Treasurer: 

A. The Treasurer shall be the custodian of the funds of the Convention, both in- 
vested and current; receiving and disbursing or investing the same as directed by the De- 
partment of Business and Finance, keeping separate accounts of the various funds of the 
Convention, and reporting and accounting to the Convention annually, and at such other 
times as directed by the Department of Business and Finance. 

B. The Treasurer shall make payments out of the treasury on written order from 
the Minister of Business and Finance, or such other administrative officer as the Executive 
Committee shall designate; and a listing of all such payments shall be given to the Chair- 
man of the Department of Business and Finance. 

C. The Treasurer shall give corporate bond to the Convention in such sum as the 
Department of Business and Finance may require. 

Section 6. Duties of the Auditor. The Auditor shall audit the 

accounts of all financial agents of the Convention 
annually at the end of each fiscal year and report to the Convention through the Depart- 
ment of Business and Finance; and at such other times as the Department shall require. 

ARTICLE VI . Responsibility for Staff 

Section 1 . 

A. The professionbl staff shall consist of an Executive Minister; Minister of 

Camping, Youth and Christian Higher Education; Minister of Christian Education; 

Minister of Christian Outreach; Minister of Christian Mission Support; Minister of 

Business and Finance; and Administrative Assistant and such additional staff positions 

as are deemed necessary for our work by the Board of Managers. 
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B. Non-professional staff positions may be established by the Executive 
Committee within budgetary limitations. 

Section 2 . 

The Executive Minister shall be employed by the Board of Managers/ upon 
the recommendation of the Executive Committee. Such employment shall require at 
least a two-thirds vote of the Board of Managers members present and voting. Dis- 
missal of the Executive Minister shall be by action of the Board of Managers, and 
shall require a two-thirds vote of members present and voting. Other professional 
staff members shall be employed and dismissed by the Executive Committee, in con- 
sultation with the Executive Minister. Such action shall require a two-thirds vote of 
the membership of the Committee. The Executive Committee's decision to dismiss 
can be appealed to the Board of Managers. Terms and conditions of employment 
shall be determined by the Board of Managers, in the case of the Executive Minister, 
and by the Executive Committee in other cases^ An agreement related thereto shall 
be in accord with the Convention's Constitution and By-Laws, and the job description 
for that position, and other appropriate policies, and shall be signed for the Con- 
vention by the President. 

Section 3. 

The Excutive Committee shall review with each professional staff person his 
job performance annually, in the light of the agreed job description. 

Section 4. 

All professional staff members, except the Minister of Camping, Youth and 
Christian Higher Education, are directly responsible to the Executive Minister in the 
performance of their duties. 

Section 5. 

Non-professional staff shall be employed and dismissed by the Executive Min- 
ister or his designee. Grievances of the professional staff can be referred to the Exe- 
cutive Committee, and those by non-professional staff to the Personnel Policy Com- 
mittee. 

Section 6. 

The retirement age of all professional staff personnel shall be age 65. 

Section 7 . Responsibilities of Executive Minister: 

a) He shall administer the work of the Convention, under the authority and 
policies of the Board of Managers and its Executive Committee. 

b) He shall attend all meetings of the Board of Managers and the Executive 
Committee, (except executive sessions upon mutual agreement), to report, to advise, 
give guidance and proposals concerning the work, but shall not have the right to vote. 

c) He shall be an ex-officio member, without vote, on all Departments and 
committees and may attend all meetings of these departments and committees. 

d) He shall be a pastor to pastors, and he shall assist in pastoral placement, 
when requested, and as he is able. He shall visit, counsel and encourage the churches. 
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as there shall be opportunity/ and shall seek to lead them into increasing participa™ 
tion in the work of the denomination. He shall be available for counsel in church 
and pastor relationships, 

e) He shall represent the Convention at denominational and interdenomina- 
tional meetings, except where another representative is designated and is present. 

He shall seek to speak the opinions of American Baptists on issues of concern, within 
the scope of the Convention's resolutions and stated purpose. 

f) He shall be responsible for the publishing of the Connecticut Supplement 
to the Crusader , the Connecticut Baptist Annual a nd all documents required for the 
annual meeting. 

g) He shall be responsible for such additional or revised duties as the Board 
of Managers may decide. 

Section 8. Responsibilities of Minister of Christian Education. 

a) He is the administrative director of the total program of Christian Educa- 
tion in the state - among children, youth, and adults (including both men's and wo- 
men's work). 

b) He has overall responsibility for the program at Camp Wightman, which 
is delegated to the Minister of Camping, Youth, and Christian Higher Education. 

c) He has overall responsibility for denominational program in Christian 
Higher Education, which is delegated to the Minister of Camping, Youth, and 
Christian Higher Education. 

d) He serves as Area Director of the Division of Christian Education for the 
American Baptist Board of Education and Publication. 

e) He is responsible for part of the program of the Department on Church- 
manship. 

f) He shall be responsible for such additional or revised duties as the Board 
of Managers may decide. 

He shall attend all meetings of the Board of Managers, except executive sessions, to 
advise, give guidance and proposals concerning his areas of responsibility, but shall not 
have the right to vote. 

Section 9. Responsibilities of Minister of Camping, Youth and Christian 

Higher Education. 

a) He serves as an associate minister in the Department of Christian Education. 

b) He is responsible, under the overall guidance of the Minister of Christian 
Education, for the camping, youth, and Christian Higher Education program 
of the Convention. 
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c) He shall be responsible for such additional or revised duties as the Board of 
Managers may decide. 

He shall attend all meetings of the Board of Managers, except executive sessions, to 
advise, give guidance and proposals concerning his areas of responsibility, but shall not 
have the right to vote. 

Section 10. Responsibilities of Minister of Christian Mission Support. 

a) He is responsible for promoting stewardship and missionary education in the 
churches. 

b) He is responsible for the raising of funds for the American Baptist Mission 
Budget, the annual and special offerings, and such other denominational 
projects as may be commonly accepted. 

c) He serves as associate Field Counselor of the Division of World Mission Support. 

d) He shall be responsible for such additional or revised duties as the Board of 
Managers may decide. 

He shall attend all meetings of the Board of Managers, except executive sessions, to 
advise, give guidance and make proposals concerning his areas of responsibility, but shall 
not have the right to vote. 

Section 11. Responsibilities of Minister of Christian Outreach. 

a) He works directly in the field of evangelism and is the resource person for 
the development of evangelistic outreach. 

b) He stimulates and guides the various Associations and the Convention in es- 
tablishing new churches in unchurched areas. 

c) He gives leadership to the program of Christian Social Concerns and Commu- 
nity Witness. 

d) He administers support to the aided churches, and provides guidance for spe- 
cialized ministries and specialized church programs.- 

e) He is responsible for the annual collection and evaluation of local church 
statistics. 

f) He shall be responsible for such additional or revised duties as the Board of 
Managers may decide. 

He shall attend all meetings of the Board of Managers, except executive sessions, to 
advise, give guidance and make proposals concerning his areas of responsibility, but shall 
not have the right to vote. 
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SecHon 12. Responsibilities of Minister of Business and Finance. 

a) He is the chief financial officer of the Convention and works directly with 
the Department of Business and Finance in the administration of all finances, 
property, and physical assets of the Convention, including the maintenance 
of property and physical development of Camp Wightman, under policies es- 
tablished by the Department of Business and Finance. 

b) He receives from the Executive AAinister requests which have been made to 
the latter for loans to churches, and personally investigates the back-ground 
situation leading up to the request in each Instance. He may be assisted by 
members of the Department of Business and Finance, and he is responsible for 
presenting the requests to the Department after Investigation has been completed. 

c) He is advisor to all Convention churches regarding the creating of uniform 
business records and accounting procedures. 

d) He shall be responsible for such additional or revised duties as the Board of 
Managers may decide. 

He shall attend all meetings of the Board of Managers, except executive sessions, to 
advise, give guidance and make proposals concerning his areas of responsibility, but shall 
not have the right to vote. 

Section 13. Responsibilities of Administrative Assistant. 

The Administrative Assistant shall work primarily 
with the Executive Minister performing such duties as he assigns and shall also be 
responsible for the general supervision of the office secretarial and clerical staff. 


ARTICLE VI 1. CONVENTION AND BOARD STANDING COMMTTEES 

Section 1 . The following Standing Committee shall be appointed: 

A. Annual Meeting Committees: 

1) Program 

2) Resolutions 

The Annual Meeting Committees shall be responsible to the Board and be appointed 
by the President. Ten persons shall serve on each. The Second vice-president shall serve 
as Chairman of the Program Committee. 

The responsibility of the Program Committee shall be the planning of the Annual 
Meeting. 

The Resolutions Committee shall prepare the necessary resolutions required for the 
most effective implementation of the Convention's mission. 
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B. Nominating Committee; 

The Committee on the Nomination of Convention officers and members of the Board 
of Managers, shall consist of one member from each association named in the consultation 
with the President, and five named by the President from among the members of the De- 
partment of Churchmanship. Members of this Committee shall have served on or be on 
the Board. Vacancies on the Committee shall be filled by appointment of the President. 
This Committee shall function the year round to see that adequate personnel are available 
for leadership responsibilities. The Committee shall name its ownChairman. 

C. The Budget Committee: 

This Committee shall be responsible for the development of the Convention's an- 
nual budget. The budget shall be presented to the Board of Managers for adoption at 
the Annual Meeting. 

The Budget Committee shall consist of seven persons, at least five from the Board, 
one from each department. The Chairman and members shall be appointed by the Presi- 
dent. - 

Do The Long-Range Planning Committee: 

This Committee shall be responsible for planning five to ten years in advance for 
the Convention, developing the various program emphases needed for future ministries 
and referring these to the Executive Committee for necessary decision and implementa- 
tion. This Committee shall consist of nine members, with no more than one-third being 
members of the Board. The members should serve a term of three years and be appointed 
by the President. The Chairman shall be selected from among the Executive Committee 
membership. 

E. Personnel Policy Committee: 

This Committee shall have the responsibility for development and recommendation 
to the Executive Committee of job descriptions, personnel policies, salary scales, and 
shall provide for periodic reviews of these matters. It shall also serve as the committee 
to handle non-professional staff griej/ances. It shall consist of at least five (5) members 
selected by the Executive Committee, and it shall elect its own chqirman. 

Section 2 . All committees, unless otherwise ordered, shall 

be appointed by the President, who shall be a 
member, ex officio , of all departments and committees. All committee members shall 
serve for one year unless otherwise specified. 

ARTICLE Vll. BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1 . Membership 

A. There shall be a Board of Managers consisting of all elected officers of the 
Convention; and forty-eight (48) additional members, with one-third ministers; one-third 
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women and one-third laymen, (the young laity are included in the latter two groups) cho- 
sen by ballot at each annual session of the Convention for terms of three years, and so 
constituted that the terms of sixteen (16) of the elective members end each year. 

B. All members of the Board of Managers shall be members in good and regu- 
lar standing in a cooperating church within the Connecticut Convention of American 
Baptist Churches. 

Section 2. Members of the Board of Managers, other than 

elective officers, and officers of auxilary organi- 
zations serving on the Board by virtue of office, may serve for two successive terms of 
three years each, or a total of six years only; after which they shall not be eligible for 
election to the same office in the succeeding year. 

Section 3. The immediate past President of the Convention, 

the Treasurer of the Convention, when a person, 
and the President and First Vice-President of the Men, Women, Youth, Ministers' Council 
and the Baptist Homes of the State also shall be members of the Board. 

Section 4. The Nominating Committee shall give considera- 

tion to adequate representation of all areas of the 

Convention's life on the Board such as: 

a) Churches with 150 members or less; 

b) Churches in rural areas; 

c) Inner-city churches; 

d) Suburban churches; 

e) The association areas. 

Section 5. The Board shall be vested with all the authority of 

the Convention when the latter is not in session 
unless otherwise limited by these By-Laws. 

Section 6 . Meetings of Board of Managers 

A. The Board shall hold three meetings during the year, the times to be deter- 
mined by the Board, or at the call of the President. 

B. Special meetings may be called by the President at any time, and shall be 
called by him upon a request in writing by five members of the Board. 

C. Absence of a member from two successive meetings of the Board, unless ap- 
propriate excuse is offered to the President, shall be considered as creating a vacancy. 
Removal of a member from the State shall automatically create a vacancy. The Board 
shall have power to fill vacancies occurring in its membership between annual sessions of 
the Convention. 
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ARTICLE IX. RESPONSIBILITIES OF THE DEPARTMENTS OF THE 

BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1 . Department of Churchmanship 

Responsibilities of this Department shall be: 

a) To develop the philosophy and methods to assist the laity and clergy in an 
understanding of the role of the churchman. This will include the formu- 
lating of a philosophy of churchmanship providing training and recruiting 
programs to implement this philosophy. 

b) To recruit and train persons who see this vision of churchmanship in a more 
adequate performance of this responsibility. 

c) To be responsible for seeing that the constantly changing leadership needs 
are incorporated in the training programs and in the membership classes 
of the local churches. 

d) To assist the nominating committee of the Convention and its related or- 
ganizations in helping persons trained in churchmanship to be involved in 
the positions of leadership in the convention, associations, local churches, 
communities, and interdenominational bodies. 

e) Through a sub-committee on ordination have responsibility to conduct pre- 
liminary examination of candidates for the ministry and to advise with the 
association officers on the convening of an ordination council of the as- 
sociation consisting of two lay representatives and pastor from each local 
church. 

f) To initiate its own program of continuing education for persons in full- 
time church vocations; to implement denominational or other programs and 
opportunities in continuing education; and to encourage support of these 
programs by local churches. 

Section 2. Department of Christian Education 

Responsibilities of this Deipartment shall Include the follow- 
ing: 

a) A basic program of Christian education to meet the needs of all age groups 
and of all churches. 

b) The development of new nethods for education to meet the various church 
needs, i.e. the Spanish bi-lingual churches; the churches in the inner 
city; the churches of limited membership with inadequate numbers for all 
age group classes. 
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c) The coordination of the development of any curriculum materials of the 
auxiliary organizations created especially to highlight a Connecticut 
concern o 

d) The implementation of the training dimension of the Department of Church- 
manship, for all areas, i.e., deacons, trustees, church school teachers, 
moderators, Board and Department members of the Convention, communities 
and interdenominational bodies. 

e) The curriculum for the Schools of Mission and Stewardship of the Depart- 
ment of Christian Mission Support. 

f) The programming for the youth ministry., 

g) The camping and conference program of the Convention. 

h) The responsibility for development and administration of a program of Cam- 
pus Ministry within the state shall be vested in the Connecticut Baptist 
Foundation for Campus Ministry. The Connecticut Convention of American 
Baptist Churches shall elect four members of the Foundation Board. Three 
of these persons shall be members of the Department of Christian Education, 
serving on a sub-committee on Christian Higher Education. One of these 
three shall be the Vice-Chairman of the Department. The fourth person 
shall be the Minister of Camping, Youth and Christian Higher Education. 

i) A program of guidance and recruitment in Higher Education, and the ad- 
ministration of the Baptist Education Fund shall be effected through the 
sub-committee on Christian Higher Education. 

Section 3 . Department of Christian Mission Support 

Responsibilities for this Department shall be: 

a) The raising of the American Baptist Mission Budget including the Institu- 
tional Support Program. 

b) The conducting of all special fund campaigns for the Convention. 

c) Implementing of the over-all missionary and stewardship education program 
of the Convention in cooperation with the Department of Christian Edu- 
cation. 
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Section 4. Department of Christian Outreach 

Responsibilities of this Department shall be as follows: 

a) Evangelism. This includes traditional dimensions and new dimensions of 
mission to social and power structures. 

b) Church extension. This includes the responsibility for development of new 
churches in growing areas, and the extension and support of the mission of 
older churches in town and country and older city areas. 

c) Specialized church programming. A continuing evaluation of the programs 
offered by our Convention to our churches, in order to provide programs 
that implement the mission of the church. 

d) Special ministries of outreach. This area includes inner city ministries, and 
ministries of community witness in the area of cultural and racial relation- 
ships. 

e) Christian Social Concern. Responsibilities include the area of legislative 
involvement, relations with the United Nations, and the involvement with 
other denominations in the area of racial and cultural relationships, and 
other social concerns. 

f) Aid to churches. Financial aid and the establishment of related policies. 

g) Institutional Ministries. The development of relationships with existing 
and future homes and institutions. 

g.l) The Pierce Memorial Baptist Home, Incorporated, in Brooklyn, Connecti- 
cut, is recognized as an institution related to the Connecticut Convention 
of American Baptist Churches and to the Institutional Support Program of 
the American Baptist Convention. The Home is governed by its own Arti- 
cles of Association which designates the President^ the Executive Minis- 
ter, and the Minister of Christian Outreach of the Connecticut Convention 
of American Baptist Churches to serve as full members of the Board of 
Trustees of the Home. 

h) Communication. The publicity and public relations of the Convention. 

i) Resolutions. Initiation of action to carry out the resolutions adopted by 
American Baptist Convention and the Connecticut Convention of American 
Baptist CKirches. 
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Section 5 . Department of Business and Finance 

This Department's responsibilities shall be: 

a) The administration of the state convention properties. Whenever Camp 
Wightman properties ancj/or assets are on the agenda, the Minister of 
Camping, Youth and Christian Higher Education shall be invited to sit 
with ihis Department. 

b) The investment portfolio. 

c) The physical assets, including all properties of the Convention. 

d) The granting of loans to local churches. 

e) The over-all budget control. 

f) The receiving, accounting and disbursing of all funds of the Convention. 

g) The providing of an auditor. 

Section 6. Ail standing departments named in this article shall keep 

accurate and complete records of their proceedings in per- 
manent form and make reports to the Board of Managers when necessary. Periodic writ- 
ten summaries of each department’s work shall be shared with the local church counter- 
part. 

ARTICLE X. RELATIONS WITH OTHER CHURCH ORGANIZATIONS 

The President shall appoint, on consultation with the Nominating Committee each 
year, the number of delegates required to represent the Convention on the Connecticut 
Council of Churches, and other church bodies approved by the Board of Managers. 

ARTICLE XL AMENDMENTS 

These By-Laws may be altered, amended, or repealed by a three-fourths vote of the 
delegates present and voting, provided that the alteration, amendment, or repeal is re- 
commended by the Board of Managers, or notice of such change is submitted to the 
churches in writing three months prior to the annual session of the Convention, at which 
such proposed change will be presented. 
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MINUTES OF THE 145th ANNUAL MEETING 
of the 

CONNECTICUT CONVENTION OF AMERICAN BAPTIST CHURCHES 

First Baptist Church, West Hartford 
Host Pastors -Rev. Richard C. Brown and Rev. Donald Wheeler 

President, Rev. Kenneth M. Cooper presiding 

Friday and Saturday, October 18-19, 1968 

Convention Theme: "Faith Works In A Changing World" 

Friday morning, October 18 

At 9:45 President Rev. Kenneth M. Cooper called the 145th Annua! Meeting of the 
Connecticut Convention of American Baptist Churches to order. The Rev. Lee A. Perry, 
pastor of the Calvary Baptist Church of Torrington, led in worship. 

The Rev. Richard Brown, host pastor, welcomed the delegates and visitors to the First 
Baptist Church of West Hartford. He called special attention to the Art Festival of paint- 
ings and other art exhibits which had been collected and displayed by John Ellis and which 
represented the efforts of 45 New England artists. 

The Rev. Sargis Matson presented the printed program as the report of the Program Com- 
mittee. Mr. Matson moved, and it was seconded and VOTED: That we adopt the program 
as printed for the 145th Annual Convention. 

Mr. James Kronholm of the Hartford National Bank gave the treasurer's report. He re- 
ported that we had increased our balance at the end of the year by $7,000, making a total 
balance on hand of $16,202.21 . It was moved by Richard Gilman, seconded and VOTED: 
That we accept the report. 

Dr. C. Stanton Gallup gave the report of the budget committee, presenting two alternate 
summaries - one with a full-time Minister of Outreach and one without. He brought the 
recommendation from the Board of Managers that Summary 1 with the full-time Minister 
of Outreach be adopted. After discussion Dr. Gallup moved, and it was seconded and 
VOTED: that the Board's recommendation be accepted and budget Summary 1 be adopted 

with g full-time Minister of Outreach. 

Rev. Ralph Seguine, song leader for the Convention, led in the singing of three hymns, 
following which there was a solo by Mrs. John McClain. 

Dr. Gordon Torgersen, pastor of the First Baptist Church of Worcester, Mass., gave the 
address of the morning, entitled "Private Altars and Public Lives" . He spoke of the necess- 
ity of alternating of opposites in life - of having periods of activity, but also of serene with- 
drawal . Jesus had his "private altar" behind his public life, and withdrew in solitude, often 
spending whole nights in prayer. Today men tend toward activism, stressing only their pub- 
lic duties, and as a result of a neglect of the discipline of contemplation and worship, 
both private and public, are often lacking in spiritual and intellectual greatness. 
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At 12:30 p.m. three separate luncheons were held. The Ministers had as their speaker 
Dr. Richard Hoiland. The Ministers Wives met with Mrs. Neal Testerman as their guest 
speaker. There was also a luncheon for laymen and women. 

Friday Afternoon: 

At 2:00 p.m. the meeting was called to order. Mr. Shotwell moved, and it was second- 
ed and VOTED: that we adopt the suggested procedures for handling resolutions recommend- 
ed by the Board of Mangers. ( A copy is on file.) 

The hour from 2 to 3 was spent in a review of actions undertaken by churches to imple- 
ment resolutions adopted during the last five years. 

On the subject of concern for the aging, Mrs. Cleveland Denton of First Baptist, West 
Hartford,told of their "Meals on Wheels" project, and Mrs. Carol Couture of Central Bap- 
tist, Hartford, spoke about the "SPA" - Services Performed for the Aging", in which eight 
downtown Hartford churches have cooperated in getting a Federal grant and have provided 
a "Drop-in Lounge" and a well-rounded program with a staff of four and a Board of Direct- 
ors representing the churches involved. 

On youth in the church. Miss Laurel Beach of First Baptist, New Britain, told how the 
young people of her church had worked on an outdoor vacation school in a low-cost hous- 
ing area of the city. 

Mrs. Betty Myer told of a follow-up on the 1967 resolution on the New Curriculum in 
the Community Baptist Church of Canton which took part in the pilot project to test the 
curriculum. 

On Civil Rights and Poverty, Mrs. Leroy Moore of Central Baptist, Hartford, told of 
their "Conversations Sandwiched In", which provided opportunities for noon-time shoppers 
to meet for discussion duringa buffet-style sandwich lunch. About 50 attended each of 
the "Think Black" series. She also reported that a group of secretaries from the church had 
volunteered one evening per week to teach their skills to welfare mothers on a one-to-one 
basis. Mrs. Justus Beach of First Baptist, New Britain, spoke about a Drop-In Center 
started by her church where young people who have no adequate place at home may gather 
in the evening. Mrs. Betty Jones of Community Baptist Church in Canton reported on a 
"Tutorial and Cultural Enrichment" program in which ten children from Hartford are brought 
out to the church in Canton for turoring, a supper and a recreation program once a week. 

Mr. Shotwell moved, and it was seconded and VOTED: that we pay special attention to 
any resolutions in this resume which have not been acted upon to a satisfactory degree. 

The convention broke up into three discussion groups for briefings on three resolutions. 
The group considering the resolution on abortion was led by the Rev. Merle Spring, pastor 
of the Old Mystic Baptist Church; assisted by Attorney Richard Bowers and Dr. Mark Sol- 
omkin. Mr. William Kennedy, director of the Social Service Department of the Greater 
Hartford Council of Churches, led the briefing on the just use of law and authority, assist- 
ed by the Rev. Herbert Smith and the Rev. Charles Pendleton. Mrs. Lester Mills, of the 
Blue Hills Baptist Church was assisted by the Rev. Roger Williams and Dr. C. Stanton 
Gallup in a discussion of the demands of the black American Baptist Churchmen. 
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After the convention reconvened these three resolutions were considered, and after 
discussion and amendment were adopted on motion of Mr. Shotwell. These resolutions as 
amended and adopted are on file in the convention office, and printed elsewhere in the 
annual . 

The Rev. Franklin Murdock urged that the churches support the United Negro College 
Fund. Rev. Howard May Jr. spoke on behalf of the Conn. Society for Interracial Adoption 
which needs homes in which to place children of mixed parentage. Rev. Alex Elsesser re- 
commended that we support the Connecticut Baptist Education Fund which is for students 
preparing for full time church-related vocations. 

Rev. Raymond Wixson reported for the Foundation for Campus Ministry. He said that in 
Conn. 5 campus ministers and 2 associate ministers are serving 50,000 students and faculty. 
This year we need to raise $4,000 toward the support of this program through local churches, 
but so far only half of the goal has been reached. 

Mr. Cooper announced that Mrs. Howard Palmer, who had given many years of service 
in various phases of the state convention work, had died, and there was a moment of silent 
prayer, following which Dr. Albert Sheckells led in the closing prayer. The meeting was 
then adjourned for supper. 

Mrs. W.O. Gardiner was Master of Ceremonies at the All Convention Dinner. Follow- 
ing dinner, corsages were presented to Mrs. Kenneth Cooper, wife of the retiring president, 
and to Mrs. William Sale Terrell. Dr. and Mrs. Terrell will soon be celebrating their 
50th wedding anniversary. Miss Wilda Stratton introduced new members of the office staff 
who were present, and Rev. Rowland Wilkinson introduced new pastors and their wives. 

Friday Evening: 

The evening session opened with special music by the Bell Choir of the First Baptist 
Church of West Hartford, and a prayer by the Rev. Howard Bowman, pastor of the Com- 
munity Baptist Church of Canton. 

The staff reports were presented in a dramatic skit entitled "Sneak Preview of a Staff 
Meeting", during which each staff member shared his particular concerns. Mr. Wixson 
spoke of the need for more volunteer counselors at Camp Wightman. Mr. Follett talked 
about Project Equality as it affects the State Convention, and also his interest in the 
Wallingford Hungarian Baptist Church Building which has just been sold to the Wallingford 
Community Day Care Center. Mr. Titus mentioned his orientation program for new pas- 
tors, and his enthusiasm for the new Center for the Ministry in Wellesley Hills, Mr. 

Elsesser spoke of the plans for introducing the new curriculum and the convocations which 
will be held to train the churches in its use. Mr. Lang shared his concern over the fact 
that we are $13,000 behind where we should be at this point, in our World Mission giving. 
Unless we reach our goal of $244,000 we will not get enough of a return to make our state 
budget meet our needs. 

It was announced that Dr. Julian Taylor, president of the Connecticut Baptist Missionary 
Convention, is in the hospital and will not be able to take part in the Saturday evening 
meeting as had been planned. 
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Our best wishes were extended to the Rev. Jose Terron who will be retiring on Decem- 
ber 1 after nine years as Associate Pastor of the First Baptist Church of Bridgeport, and 
will be going back to Puerto Rico to live. 

Following a hymn and a solo by Mrs. June Noble, Dr. Torgersen spoke on the theme 
"The Candidacy of Jesus". He said that Jesus was in a campaign to win men's allegiance. 
There were four major groups whom he did not win as his followers - the Pharisees, Sad- 
ducees. Zealots and Herodians. Dr. Torgersen pointed out ways in which groups in Amer- 
ica today - often within our churches - have the characteristics and reactions of these 
groups which rejected Jesus. He said that today we are voting with our lives for one of 
these - or for Jesus. 

The evening session was brought to a close with a prayer by Dr. Robert A. Moody, 
pastor of the Shiloh Baptist Church in Hartford. 

Saturday Morning, October 19 

The morning session was called to order at 9:45 a.m. Following a hymn the Rev. Jean 
Greer, pastor of the First Baptist Church of New London, led in worship. 

The Rev. Ronald Webb, chairman of the Department of Christian Mission Support, pre- 
sented the World Mission Support Goal of $251,000 for 1969. 

David Ostrom, chairman of the Nominating Committee, presented the committee's re- 
port. It was moved by the Rev. Donald Fonda, seconded, and VOTED: that we receive 
the report of the Nominating Committee. 

Michael Adams, vice-president of thestate B.Y.F. pointed out that no young people 
were on the slate, and he presented two nominations from the floor - Miss Laurel Beach 
of First Baptist Church, New Britain, and Michael O'Keefe of Central Baptist, Norwich. 
Since there were two names on the printed slate who had indicated they would prefer not 
to serve - Mr. George Thomas, and Miss Leota MacKenzie, this did not pose a problem, 
and the youth nominees were added to the slate in their place. 

Rev. Franklin Murdock moved, and it was seconded and VOTED: that the nominations 
be closed. 


Mr. Richard Gilman moved, and it was seconded and VOTED: that the secretary be 
instructed to cast one ballot for the list of nominees. T hese officers and Board Members 
are listed elsewhere in the Annual. 

Rev. Franklin Murdock moved, and it was seconded and VOTED: that we elect to the 
Connecticut Baptist Foundation for Campus Ministry Rev. L. Wayne Rogers to the class of 
'69, and Rev. Wade D. Hiltabidel and Mrs. Nelson Harger to the class of '70. 

Mr. Richard Gilman, chairman of the By-Laws Revision Committee, presented the re- 
port of the committee. After discussion and minor amendments, it was VOTED to adopt 
the recommended By-Law changes . The By-Laws as printed elsewhere in this Annual 
include these changes. 
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Rev. Howard May, Jr. moved, and if was seconded and VOTED; that the section of the 
By-Laws on the make-up of the Nominating Committee be referred to the Board of Managers 

for consideration of the desirability of deleting the requirement that they have served on 

the Board of Managers. 

The Rev. Alfred R. Bernadt, Jr., sang a solo, following which the Rev. Robert Weaver, 
Associate Director of the World Mission Campaign was introduced. He presented a cita- 
tion to Dr. William Braisted and Rev. Nicholas Titus for the Connecticut Convention of 
American Baptist Churches, for leadership and commitment to the World Mission Campaign. 
Mr. Weaver spoke of the results of the World Mission Campaign in strengthening and 
broadening our mission work around the world. 

Mr. Cooper led in prayer, and the meeting was then adjourned for lunch. 

Saturday Afternoon 

The afternoon session opened with a dramatic presentation entitled "Living in a Time 
of Change", presented by the Gano players. The play, which was written and directed 
by the Rev. Norman Gano, introduced the idea of the new curriculum. 

Dr. Kenneth Cober, Executive Director of the Division of Christian Education of the 
American Baptist Convention, spoke on the theme: "What's New About the Curriculum?" 
He told the background of the curriculum, which was developed in cooperation with 
other denominations. It makes an effort to involve the whole person and to create exper- 
iences in which pupils can really learn. Its special emphasis is on the gospel in its rela- 
tion to life, and the "crossing points" at which the gospel touches lives today. It has 
been field tested and will be ready by the end of this year. 

The three resolutions considered in discussion groups this afternoon were on Selective 
Service and Christian Conscience, discussed under the leadership of Michael Adams, 
assisted by Orrin Grossman, Bob Stuart, and Jeff Lewis; Citizen Participation, with 
William Kennedy, assisted by the Rev. Lowell Fewster and Mrs. Ida McKinney; and Ec- 
onomic Justice, led by the Rev. Merle Spring with Dr. Eddie Meredith and Mrs. Isobel 
Blake. 

These three resolutions were adopted with minor amendment, and are on file in the 
convention office, and printed elsewhere in the annual. 

The Rev. Sargis Matson moved, and it was seconded and VOTED; that the convention 
adjourn as of the close of the evening service . 

Mr. Cooper pronounced the benediction. 

The Youth Dinner was held at the host church with Richard Kunz, president of the 
State B.Y.F. in charge. The adults met at the Y.M.C.A., and at the end of the dinner 
there was a recognition of the American Baptist Men of Connecticut, Ed Smith, Sr., presi- 
dent; and the American Baptist Women of Connecticut, Mrs. Richard Ogrean, president.

PART ONE 


CALL TO CONTINUING ACTION 


WHEREAS it is a truism that life is a continuum of experiences and acts rather than 
patch of isolated units divided by the calendar year, and 

WHEREAS many problems in this complex society are severe but slow in being 
solved, and 

WHEREAS it is easy to make verbal pronouncements but difficult to act effective- 
ly to assure results, and 

WHEREAS we do not want our resolutions to be empty gongs, 

BE IT RESOLVED that the Connecticut Convention of American Baptist Churches 
urge constituent members to take appropriate action to assure that the changes recommend- 
ed in those resolutions voted 1963-67 and included in a resume dated May 1, 1968 which 
have not been acted upon to a satisfactory degree come to pass. 

PART TWO 


ABORTION 


WHEREAS delegates to the meeting of the American Baptist Convention in May 
1968 voted that legislation be enacted to provide for the termination of a pregnancy prior 
to the end of the 12th week at the request of the individual(s) concerned as an elective 
medical procedure governed by the laws regulating medical practice and licensure, and 
WHEREAS these delegates voted that legislation be enacted to provide for the 
termination of a pregnancy after the 12th week at the request of the individual(s) concern- 
ed, only by a duly licensed physician in a regularly licensed hospital, and only when doc- 
umented evidence exists that this is a danger to the physical or mental health of the wo- 
man, or that the conceptus has a physical or mental defect, or that the pregnancy resulted 
from rape, incest or other felonious acts, 

BE IT RESOLVED (1) that the Department of Christian Outreach of the Connecticut 
Convention of American Baptist Churches inform all Connecticut legislators of the action 
of the delegates to the meeting of the American Baptist Convention, and 

(2) that this Department assist the churches of the Connecticut 
Convention in studies of this action and of the proposals of the Connecticut League for 
Abortion Law Reform, and 

(3) that churches and church members endorsing the action of the delegates 
to the meeting of the American Baptist Convention communicate this endorsement to their 
legislators and support the principles of the Connecticut League, the only organized ef- 
fort for abortion law reform in the State, even though they are not as inclusive as the 
American Baptist Convention resolution, and 

(4) that churches and church members insist that the law reform insures that 
the decision for abortion is at the request of the individual(s) concerned, and 

(5) that clergy and churches prepare themselves so that adequate counseling 
will be afforded in the event the proposed laws are enacted. 
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JUST USE OF LAW AND AUTHORITY 

WHEREAS delegates to the meeting of the American Baptist Convention in May 
1968 voted that churches and church members press for reform in law enforcement agencies 
through such as 

(1) psychological personality testing of police to screen out individuals with 
sadistic tendencies, and/or other problems that would tend to reduce their effectiveness as 
officers, and 

(2) the inclusion of responsible Information about minority groups as a part 
of improved human relations in training programs, and 

(3) the assignment of qualified minority group members as lieutenants and 
captains and in other top operational command positions, and 

(4) the upgrading in salary and other benefits of our law-enforcement offi- 
cers and agencies, 

BE IT RESOLVED that the Connecticut Convention of American Baptist Churches 
urge constituent members to hold discussion with law enforcement officials and representa- 
tives of other concerned groups in the implementing of such reform. 

WHEREAS delegates to the meeting of the American Baptist Convention in May 1968 
voted that churches and church members press for reform in court procedures through such 
as eliminating punitive bail bond procedures, expediting trials and reducing costs, 

BE IT RESOLVED (1) that the Connecticut Convention of American Baptist Churches 
urge constituent members to hold discussions with law enforcement and court officials in 
cooperation with ecumenical bodies where possible with the assistance of concerned at- 
torneys such as members of the American Civil Liberties Union in the implementing of such 
reform, and 

(2) that the Convention urge constituent members to initiate or 
participate in cooperative efforts to train and place competent observers in police stations, 
hospitals, welfare agencies and other official areas to assure that the poor, ignorant and 
ill are not deprived of their rights and dignity. 

WHEREAS a major campaign issue in national elections has centered around the 
ill-defined phrase "law and order", with various interpretations, many with strong racist 
intention. 


BE IT RESOLVED that the Connecticut Convention of American Baptist Churches 
urge its constituent members to question and study carefully the implications of the use of 
this phrase by political candidates, and to place heavy emphasis on "law and justice", 
understanding that justice is always a requisite of order. 

SELECTIVE SERVICE AND CHRISTIAN CONSCIENCE 

WHEREAS delegates to the meeting of the American Baptist Convention in May 
1968 voted support to those who because of conscience cannot serve in the military and 
to those who in equally good conscience accept combatant military service, and 
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WHEREAS these delegates urged individual or groups of churches to establish cen- 
ters for draft counseling and urged concerned churchmen to become trained draft counselors 
by taking courses such as offered by American Friends Service Committee, Fellowship of 
Reconciliation and National Council of Churches. 

BE IT RESOLVED in demonstration of support of the aforementioned position that 
the Department of Christian Outreach assist the churches and churchmen of the Connecti- 
cut Convention of American Baptist Churches to afford this counseling. 

WHEREAS delegates to the meeting of the American Baptist Convention in May 
1968 urged churches to study the Selective Service Act in preparation for proposals for 
its renewal in 1971 and to consider (1) proposals for ending the draft and filling armed 
service requirements with volunteers, (2) the recognition of conscientious objectors who 
stand outside the traditional churches, (3) the recognition of selective objection to par- 
ticular wars, (4) the continuation of the refusal to defer graduate students, (5) the ending 
of the exemption for clergy and seminarians, (6) the development of additional safeguards 
to preserve constitutional rights in the administration of the Selective Service Act in or- 
der to avoid arbitrary and punitive actions by selective service officials, and (7) the just 
and equitable system of determining who will be called into service, 

BE IT RESOLVED that the Department of Christian Outreach assist the churches of 
the Connecticut Convention of American Baptist Churches in this study. 

DEMANDS OF BLACK AMERICAN BAPTIST CHURCHMEN 

WHEREAS the General Council of the American Baptist Convention is attempting to 
meet the various valid demands of the Black American Baptist Churchmen presented in May 
1968 which include the employment of certain black administrative personnel, and even 
though within the Connecticut Convention of American Baptist Churches non-white per- 
sonnel has been employed in non-professional positions, 

BE IT RESOLVED that the Connecticut Convention keep before it the fact that the 
total needs of the total family will be better met with a multi-racial professional staff. 

WHEREAS also included were the demands that no American Baptist Convention 
financial resources be used to further any racist cause or perpetuate racial discrimination 
in any form, either directly or indirectly, and that the American Baptist Convention pledge 
ten percent (10%) of its investment portfolio as a backstop for a line of credit for develop- 
ing and capitalizing black businesses, 

BE IT RESOLVED that the Department of Business and Finance take the necessary 
steps to do likewise within the Connecticut Convention of American Baptist Churches. 

WHEREAS also were included the demands that a concerted program be initiated 
to seek and find black students to develop leadership capabilities, 

BE IT RESOLVED that the Department of Christian Education and the Department 
of Churchmanship give priority to programs of enrichment experiences for black children, 
leadership training and preparation for higher education for black youth, and play a sup- 
portive role to the black students engaged in higher education. 
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PART THREE 


CITIZEN PARTICIPATION 

WHEREAS the priesthood of all believers is a concept referring to the responsibility 
of each Christian to love God with his whole being and his neighbor as himself, and 
WHEREAS we accept the principle of the priesthood of all believers, and 
WHEREAS in order to demonstrate our commitment to the principle of the priesthood 
of all believers in our very complex, organized society, it is necessary to participate in 
and through the various societal structures including economic, political as well as relig- 
ious which affect the relationships between people and the development of individuals, and 
WHEREAS the very complexity of our society and the largeness of its institutions 
constitutes a danger to the dignity and integrity of the individual unless that individual is 
fully involved in the operation of those institutions, and 

WHEREAS much of the urban crisis can be attributed to the "failure of the white 
dominated society to respect and rely on the voice of the poor citizens, and especially 
poor black men, in decisions affecting their welfare in white owned, white dominated and 
white maintained ghettos. . .(and to the lack of) opportunities for all, especially the 
minority group poor, to participate in decisions by religious, governmental, industrial, 
commercial, welfare and other institutions affecting their lives"* and 

WHEREAS much of the disenchantment of today's youth with the Establishment can 
be attributed to their being required to assume obligations, particularly military service, 
without being allowed a proper voice in their government, 

BE IT RESOLVED that every constituent of the member churches of the Connecticut 
Convention of American Baptist Churches (1) be responsible for his fullest possible par- 
ticipation in the decision making processes which affect persons in our society, (2) be 
responsible to assure that others, particularly those with the least power in our society, 
have an opportunity to affect decisions, particularly those decisions which most intimately 
effect them, and (3) be responsible to work for the lowering of the voting age to 18.

ECONOMIC JUSTICE 

WHEREAS the events of history are revealing many of the tyrannies of our eco- 
nomic system, especially the de-humanizing effects upon those persons in our society 
whose annual income forces them to live at varying levels of poverty in the midst of great 
affluence, and 

WHEREAS individuals and families find that incomes that are admittedly below 
the level established by our national government as the "poverty level" are further re- 
duced by our system of taxation, and 

WHEREAS the present system particularly penalizes the poor, the aged, and those 
living on small pensions in retirement, and 

WHEREAS other public welfare policies such as in public housing, medical care 
and financial assistance tend to work inequities on those emerging from the poverty cycle, 

BE IT RESOLVED that every constituent of the member churches of the Connecti- 
cut Convention of American Baptist Churches direct his legislators at local, state, and 
national levels to: (1) Increase the Standard Personal Income Tax Deducation to a level 
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more realistically related to the minimum costs of living, at least to a figure of $1,000 
per individual. (2) Restructure property, excise and sales taxes so that they do not con- 
tinue to burden those least able to pay. (3) Develop a new tax base that is cognizant of 
the total accumulation of assets, rather than continuing the narrowly based real estate 
and personal property tax. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that he (1) support liberalized incentive earnings in 
public assistance programs, (2) support an adequate minimum cost of living standard on 
which to base public assistance payments, and (3) study and urge action on proposals 
for a guaranteed annual income in lieu of present public assistance programs. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that he (1) support and encourage the development of 
institutions which afford financial help to persons who in light of income and social status 
find it difficult to utilize the normal banking system because of present banking policies, 
(2) support and encourage the development of business ventures which enable the minority 
group poor to establish economic identity and independence, and (3) support and encourage 
community and regional planning which will remove and prevent many of the economic and 
other evils caused by lack of planning for growth and change in the past.

IN ANNUAL SESSION 

WEST HARTFORD ON OCTOBER 18 and 19, 1968 

REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE MINISTER 

Rev. Nicholas Titus 

This year's annual meeting marks the completion of the second year under our new or- 
ganization, which resulted from the study of our Convention known as "Mandate to Minis- 
ter." As with any new organization, there are still some adjustments and changes to be 
made, which only the experience of "living with it" can indicate. Some of these changes 
are reflected in the proposed amendments to the By-Laws which are presented to this an- 
nual meeting. There will undoubtedly be other changes in our structure forthcoming as 
we try to meet the needs of our changing world. 

FAITH AND WORK PLAN 

The past year has again been a busy one for me and the other members of our hard- 
working staff. The new Faith and Work Plan of our denomination placed responsibility 
on the executives of each state convention for implementing the program in their area. 

This is not simply a program of the Board of Education of the American Baptist Convention, 
but rather a total denominational effort. Our total staff, therefore, is engaged in the 
concern for implementing this program here in Connecticut. Mr. Elsesser, Mr. Wixson, 
and I have shared in the every-church visitation effort, along with assistance from several 
persons from our national staff. 


CONCERN FOR PASTORS 

The low salary paid to some of our pastors has been a continuing concern for your ex- 
ecutive minister. I was glad to lend my efforts to those of our laymen in helping establish 
our Connecticut Pastoral Salary Plan. Connecticut was one of a very few states having 
such a plan, and one whose minimum standard was among the highest. 

The state plan has now given way to the Regional Salary Support Plan of the M. and M. 
Board, administered through the Northeast Center for the Ministry at Wellesley Hills, 
Massachusetts. 1 was among those who helped develop the criteria and to share in the 
development of this initial minimum salary plan in the American Baptist Convention. 

Mr. Elsesser and Mr. Wixson assisted me with the many visits to local churches to 
interpret the Salary Support Plan and to help churches make their requests for salary sup- 
port for their pastors. At the present time, six of our churches are receiving help, with 
several more in the process of having their applications processed. 

My concern for adequate pastoral salary support has also been expressed in my meet- 
ings with pulpit committees, articles which I have written for the Connecticut Baptist 
News, and in personal conferences with laymen. It has been gratifying to discover that 
laymen, too, are concerned when they are confronted with the facts which pastors, un- 
derstandably, find difficult to interpret because it has to do with their own salary level. 
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This, 1 have been happy to do on behalf of our pastors. 

My concern for pastors has also led me to develop the Orientation For New Pastors. 
From time to time, groups of pastors who have recently come to our state are invited to 
our office for an opportunity to get acquainted with our staff and the resources available 
for their work with their local churches. While the pastors are at the office, Mrs. Titus 
Is hostess in our home to the wives of the men. The women become acquainted with Mrs. 
Titus and have an opportunity to visit the department stores and other points of interest in 
the Hartford area. 

Whenever possible, I have dropped in for a visit with these new pastors in order to 
assist them in understanding their church or community. There is hardly an appointment 
which I keep in any part of the state, but which finds me stopping to call on pastors or 
their families on the way to or from the appointment. Sometimes these friendly calls have 
revealed special needs. Occasionally, 1 have alerted our M.and M. Board representative 
regarding some special need in a pastor's family. Sometimes 1 have used the discretionary 
fund at my disposal in order to help — always protecting the individual with complete 
anonymity and confidentialness. 

This concern for pastors has also been reflected in my sharing with my fellow executive 
ministers in the northeast area in the development of the Center for the Ministry. 1 have 
served on the Continuing Education Committee for the area and was glad to see Connecti- 
cut pastors we 11 -represented in the programs of continuing education. Most of these men 
have counseled with me regarding their courses of study as well as financial assistance 
enabling them to attend. I have written letters to their churches on their behalf. 1 have 
also written to most of the pastors while they were in attendance at the continuing edu- 
cation program. 

The process of pastoral change is still a difficult one in our denomination. Pastors have 
felt free to confer with me regarding pastoral placement. Some have been able to make 
moves within our own state. Others have moved elsewhere. Some of our pastors are 
visiting the Career Assessment Service at the Northeast Center for the Ministry, as they 
re-assess their strengths and weaknesses and make plans for continuing education or per- 
haps a change in their career. 

In recent weeks 1 have met several times with those who are trying to discover the 
ways in which the Center for the Ministry can be most helpful in pastoral placement. 1 
was fortunate to get Dr. Richard Holland to come to our State Convention for our annual 
pastors' luncheon. Dr. Holland has just come to the Center staff as the consultant for 
Pastoral Placement. 

Most of the churches have invited me to speak at the services of installation for our 
new pastors. This has given me further opportunity to interpret the relationship of pas- 
tor and people. It has been my privilege to share with these churches my ideas on "How 
to Minister to A Minister." 

Pastors and wives have counseled with me regarding their relationship to their church, 
their interest in re-locating, or some more personal problems. You will note in my report 
some 48 conferences with pastors. This does not include numerous telephone conferences 
or informal conversations at gatherings. 
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1 have visited our pastors or members of their families when they have been hospitalized. 
1 conducted a funeral service for the wife of a pastor and shared in the funeral service of 
a pastor. I have tried also to be faithful in post-funeral calls and concerns for their fam- 
ilies. Personal notes have gone out from me to many of our pastors or members of their 
families. 


CONCERN FOR LAYMEN 

Coming from New York State in 1960, 1 was eager to see developed in Connecticut a 
program for training laymen as Certified Lay Ministers. I have spent many hours with a 
group of laymen and pastors in the development of a program which first began under a 
sub-committee of our former Permanent Council, with Rev. Heyward Foreman as chairman. 
The program has now been refined under our newly-established Commission on the Ministry, 
a sub-committee of our Department of Churchmanship. 

Robert Dutton, the first layman to complete the course, has counseled with me regard- 
ing this program again and again. His achievement in passing the course is a source of 
joy and satisfaction to me personally, as 1 am sure it is to him and to all of us. 

As editor, 1 have tried to feature laymen and women in pictures and articles in the 
Connecticut Baptist News . We have many fine lay persons in our state who are faithful 
not only in the work of our state convention but also in the wider work of our denomination, 
the State Council of Churches, and Church Women United. 

1 have visited several lay persons in hospitals and written personal notes to many on 
occasions of illness or bereavement. When 1 have learned of promotions or achievement, 

1 have been glad to write a personal note of congratulations. 

It has been my privilege to conduct services of communion at both the Women's Con- 
ference and the Pastors' and Laymens' Conference this year., 1 also conducted a communion 
service at Camp Wightman for a local church youth retreat. Our state B.Y.F. invited me 
to have a share in the devotional period at their annual convention. 

CONCERN FOR STAFF 

Our convention staff is made up of hard-working, dedicated and creative persons. 

Their reports cannot begin to describe all the many details of their work for which they 
are responsible. 

Our Wednesday morning chapel time is led by each one of us in turn. Sharing with 
us in our chapel time are the members of our secretarial and clerical staff. Our prayers 
often include the special needs of pastors and laymen from across the state. 

After chapel, we hold our weekly staff meetings. Here, we have opportunity to co- 
ordinate calendars, review our work and make plans for the future. Occasionally, we 
Invite a visiting national leader or other visitor to share some new program or idea with us. 

It is a joy to see how eager the individual staff members are to share in the total work 
of our convention. There is an earnest desire to do the best possible job of even the most 
minor responsibilities. Each member of the staff is contributing to the plans we make to 
meet the needs of our churches. 
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If is my aim to help each member of the staff to realize the goal which he has set for 
himself as he endeavors to be a part of the mission of the church. 1 have tried to share 
with staff any fresh insight into group dynamics or administrative leadership which have 
come to me from reading, lectures, or general observation. They, too, have brought to 
the staff meetings their contributions to help us better understand how to work with indi- 
viduals and groups. 

1 was glad to arrange for a staff orientation and training program for two days at our 
national offices in Valley Forge, Pa. This was the first visit to Valley Forge for one 
member of the staff. Each member of the staff had conferences with national staff leaders 
who were related to his particular responsibilities in our state. Then we shared with our 
top administrative leaders on general topics having to do with administration and planning. 
Our entire staff felt that this Valley Forge experience was very helpful. 

There is a growing team relationship among us as members of the staff which is very 
gratifying. We have a staff of whom we can be justly proud. This includes not only Rev. 
Alex Elsesser, Rev. Raymond Wixson, David Follett, and Wilda Stratton, but also our 
secretarial and clerical staff consisting of Grace Regnier, Evelyn Ward, Memo West, and 
Shirley Grobard. 1 also want to include Mrs. Doshia Pollnrd, whose housekeeping skill 
makes our office a pleasant place in which to work. All of these people show an interest 
and dedication which helps us keep up with the heavy demands on our office. 

CONCERN FOR MISSION 

Besides the increased giving of our churches to the Basic Mission Program of the Amer- 
ican Baptist Convention, reported elsewhere, 1 am pleased that our state has now exceed- 
ed its challenge goal of $500,000. for the World Mission Campaign. The total pledged at 
the time of this report is $511,262. 

1 have been glad to speak in many of our churches on behalf of the World Mission Cam- 
paign and to show my slides of Puerto Rico and the Congo. It has been my privilege to 
help Justin Kupa of the Congo, Miguel Alcantara of El Salvador, and Karbenson Sangma 
of Assam as they came to our state for training. These people all lived in our home for 
various periods of time and visited many of our churches. 

Miss Amabelle Chuatico of the Phillipines, who lived in our home for two years, 
has returned again to complete the work for her Master's Degree at the Hartt College of 
Music. She is again living with us. Amabelle has spoken in many of our churches and 
appeared on television with me. Churches and Associations desiring missionary speakers 
or programs have found help in securing these through our office. 

1 have assisted in the development of the Ledyard-Gales Ferry Church as a church 
extension project. They plan to erect their new building in a few months. 1 shared with 
Rev. Edward Chipman, our church extension consultant, in the development of the 
Enfield American Baptist Church. They plan todedicate their new building on October 
20. The new church at Orange also involved a considerable amount of my time. 

1 have had a number of conferences regarding the development of our Spanish- speak- 
ing work at the First Church, Bridgeport. Both Mr. Chipman and 1 were involved in the 
launching of the new Christian Tabernacle Baptist Church of New Haven. 
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Recent weeks have found me involved in a study with Dr. E.B. Hicks of the American 
Baptist Home Mission Society. We are exploring the possibility of developing an experi- 
mental prpgram in the Newhallville section of New Haven. 

CONCERN FOR SOCIAL CONCERNS 

Your executive minister has written letters to the Governor of Connecticut and to state 
assemblymen, as well as to the President and members of Congress. These letters have 
attempted to convey the points of view expressed through resolutions adopted by our state 
convention. 

1 am a member of the Urban League of Hartford. I have taken part in interfaith dis- 
cussions in clergy groups, many of which discussions centered on social issues. I have 
attended meetings of the Connecticut Religion in Action Commission (CRAC), and have 
consulted frequently with its director. Rev. Charles Pendleton. 

Rev. Howard May and 1 have counseled together regarding the red "alert" releases 
which come to our office from the Division of Social Concern of the A.B.C. These 
have been sent to pastors for implementation in our local churches. Mr. May is vice- 
chairman of the Department of Outreach with responsibility for social concern. 

1 attend the legislative seminars sponsored by the Connecticut Council of Churches. 

1 also attended the training session for the voter registration effort sponsored by the League 
of Women Voters, and assisted with the voter registration in the Spanish-speaking area 
of Hartford. Mrs. Titus and 1 have studied Spanish so that we could communicate more 
effectively with the fast-growing Spanish groups in our churches and in the state. 

DEMANDS OF BLACK AMERICAN BAPTIST CHURCHMEN 

1 have insisted that each of our Boards and Departments take seriously the Demands of 
the Black American Baptist Churchmen which were made to the General Council of the 
American Baptist Convention last May in Boston. 1 was glad that our state convention 
had already begun to move out in some of these areas, even before the Demands were 
made. We are supporting Project Equality and the Connecticut Religion In Action 
Commission. We had already Invested in the new Connecticut Savings and Loan Associa- 
tion which was organized to help minority groups in obtaining loans. 

Our Department of Business and Finance has endorsed in principle those points in the 
Demands having to do with the Investment of our funds in ways that will be helpful to 
black persons.’ 

I have been a frequent speaker in our Negro churches. 1 have met with their pulpit 
committees and counseled with them on many different matters. 1 was happy to be invited 
to give the main address at the dedication of the new building for the First Baptist Chqrch 
of Milford. 

Our Connecticut Baptist News h as carried many pictures and news items about black 
pastors and church leaders. 1 have attended nearly every annual meeting of the Conn- 
ecticut Baptist Missionary Convention since 1 came to the state. 
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DENOMINATIONAL INVOLVEMENT 

Your executive minister has participated in frequent meetings with other state and 
national leaders in the development of the Northeast Center For the Ministry. Meetings 
are still being held fairly often as we begin now to develop the program of pastoral 
placement. 

1 have attended meetings of the Board of Directors of the New England Baptist Council, 
which now replaces the New England Baptist Conference and Royal Ambassadors. 

1 attend meetings of the General Council of the American Baptist Convention, the 
Division of World Mission Support, and the Council of State Secretaries. I am one of 
three state and city executives appointed to the Division of Program Planning of the 
American Baptist Convention. These groups meet at least three times each year. 

1 have been a member of the Board of Directors of the American Baptist Extension 
Corporation almost since its inception. 

This past summer, Mrs. Titus and I were glad to accept the invitation to participate in 
the Theological Conference at Green Lake on the subject, "The Minister As a Human 
Being. " 

ECUMENICAL INVOLVEMENT 

This phase of my work has taken on increasing dimensions as 1 have become involved 
with members of the Roman Catholic and Jewish Faiths through Project Equality and the 
National Conference of Christians and Jews. Each year 1 have joined with those of other 
faiths in the Governor's Prayer Breakfast and the Ecumenical Easter Service in Hartford. 

The meetings of the Connecticut Religion In Action Commission as well as the Conn- 
ecticut Council of Churches have afforded me the opportunity to work and plan with lead- 
ers of other denominations. 1 serve on the Board of Directors and Executive Committee of 
the Council of Churches and was o’ne of the founders of the Connecticut Religion in Action 
Commission. 1 also serve as a trustee of the Hartford Seminary Foundation and participated 
in the study which is charting a new course for this institution. 

During the past three years, the executives of the Protestant denominations in New 
England have been meeting together to plan for Mission in New England. 1 have shared 
in these planning conferences. A Consultation on Mission In New England was held at 
Geneva Point Center on Lake Winnipesaukee last summer with several delegates from our 
state convention in attendance. 

Our staff had a joint meeting with the staff of the United Church of Christ at Ingraham 
House in Bristol. This gave us an opportunity to become better acquainted with our 
counterparts and to share areas of mutual concern. 

PUBLIC RELATIONS 

This area of my work includes the many ways in which we attempt to communicate with 
our constituency as well as with the general public. As editor, I am happy to report that 
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the Crusader Supplement known as the Connecticut Baptist News is being increasingly 
underwritten by the subscriptions from churches, so that vye are spending less for it from 
our convention operating budget. I have promoted the subscription plan by carrying extra 
copies with me throughout the state, writing letters to churches not in the plan, and by 
trying to make the paper as interesting and helpful as possible. 

I have found that my meditorials are read and quoted. Permission has been asked by 
the editor of Mission M agazine for using specific meditorials in that publication. 

I am indebted to Alex Elsesser for assistance with picture -taking and to the churches 
which have sent in articles and pictures. Wilda Stratton, my administrative assistant, 
helps me with the job of editing and serves as assistant editor of the Connecticut Baptist 
News. 

We have also experimented with a news release to pastors and lay leaders titled, 
"Between the News." My personal message to pastors known as "Parson to Parson" comes 
out as frequently as time and schedule allow. 

1 have been responsible for newspaper publicity on events such as the Annual Meeting 
of our State Convention. I am heard on WTIC radio interview programs as well as taped 
programs of devotions. 1 appear regularly on a taped closing devotional program on 
WTIC -TV. 

In response to a request from our newly-formed Foundation for Campus Ministries, 
developed and produced an interpretative program of slides with a taped narration. 

We are constantly evaluating the mail which goes out from our office. We have de- 
cided to limit ourselves to a Tuesday mailing whenever possible, combining items in this 
one mailing. 

In order to Improve communication between Associations and our office, our staff is 
planning meetings for staff with Association moderators and clerks. 

IN CONCLUSION 

1 will not take the time to report the work of Departments and Committees since these 
are described elsewhere in these reports. Our staff has tried to respond faithfully to the 
needs of our churches, our pastors and laymen. 

We have tried to work with all who have made it possible for us to work with them. 

We have a staff that is ready to respond to the faith which you put in them. They have 
tried to be alert to the many changes going on in our world. They are deserving of your 
faith. They are demonstrating the fact that faith in God's power does work in our changing 
world. 


RESUME OF FIELD AND STAFF ACTIVITIES 

Staff meetings held weekly. Conferences with individual staff members and chairmen 
of departments and committees as needed. Over 600 letters written, according to the 
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dictating machine log, plus numerous hand-written notes. Phone calls have been numerous, 
with many now coming to my home as well as to the office. 

Attended all meetings of the Board of Managers and Executive Committee. Serve as 
staff person for the Department of Outreach, program committee, resolutions committee, 
personnel committee, long-range planning committee, budget committee, and nominating 
committee, as well as several sub-committees and special committees. I also share staff 
responsibility for the Department of Churchmanship.

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REPORT OF THE MINISTER OF CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 
Rev. Alex H. Elsesser 

When the Apostle Paul wrote the twelfth chapter of First Corinthians, he was address- 
ing himself to the problem of rivalry that existed among members in the Corinthian 
church. Rather than running the risk of placing priority on one member's function over 
another Paul wisely used the analogy of the body with its many organs to describe how 
a church should properly function to serve Christ. He summarizes this by saying "Now 
you are the body of Christ and individually members of it." (1st Cor. 12-27). So it 
is with those of us who work on the staff of the Connecticut Convention of American 
Baptist Churches. So much of what we do is in response to and in cooperation with 
other members of the staff, of our departments, of our churches. No staff report, then, 
can really be descriptive of the work of a staff member in isolation. He is a co-laborer 
with others, and is especially a co-laborer with Christ through whom he finds strength 
and patience for the tasks. 

At the very beginning of my report 1 would like to acknowledge my indebtedness to 
the Rev. Nicholas Titus, our executive minister, for his patient guidance, his wise 
understanding of the task, and his generous encouragement to each of us to fulfill the 
privileges and responsibilities that are ours as members of the staff. 1 am also grateful 
to the Rev. Raymond C. Wixson, my associate in Christian Education, who has relieved 
me of the responsibilities of Camping, Youth Ministries, and Christian Higher Education. 
Thus during this past year I was enabled to involve myself more directly in other areas of 
work. Let me share with you some of my experiences during the past year, and then 
return to acknowledge others who have been engaged in this ministry with me. 

FIELD SERVICES 

During this past year 1 was involved in 102 contacts in 47 different churches in our 
state. 1 was privileged to deliver 25 sermons and addresses, and to carry through one 
leadership education course at the Enfield Church. This was an exciting experience, 
as 1 was working with these individuals in preparation for the program they will encounter 
as they meet in their new church building. 

Following a pattern established in my first year with the Convention, 1 frequently 
preach a sermon at a church in the morning and then remain for the early part of the 
afternoon to meet with church school officers and teachers in a workshop session. I 
have had opportunity to consult with boards of Christian Education on leadership and 
development of programs, with pastors and committees on selection of Ministers/Directors 
of Christian Education, and on two occasions filled in for Mr. Titus in meeting with 
church pulpit committees. 

Much of the work of the Department of Christian Education that is carried out by the 
staff deals with the continuing ministry of the church. Church school organization, 
curriculum problems, leadership training, as well as responding with resource materials 
for special occasions can become part of a routine that lacks excitement and challenge. 
And yet on the state level, each church, each contact is a new adventure and experience. 
Our churches are so different, that there is nothing dull or uninteresting about these ex- 
periences. Then too, in contacts with churches, 1 discover groups venturing forth in new 
exciting ways, in tutorial programs, in neighborhood ministries, in ecumenical vacation 
church schools, in ecumenical schools of missions, - all these become added insights that 
enrich my experience and lend themselves for sharing with other groups. 
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As Minister of Christian Education 1 share with Mr. Titus staff responsibilities for the 
Department of Churchmanship. As a new department in our Convention structure this 
department has spent some time defining its purposes and goals, and last February spon- 
sored a Diaconate Seminar at the First Baptist Church of New Haven. The seminar was 
exceptionally well received, with over 150 persons in attendance. We are pleased that 
a number of suggestions shared at the seminar were put into practice by several churches 
in our state. 1 have also had a share in meeting with a special committee of the Depart- 
ment of Churchmanship in revising the Lay-Ministers Program. So both in the Department 
of Christian Education as well as in the Department of Churchmanship, we are on the cut- 
ting edge of responding to new needs within our churches. 

A Music Conference sponsored by the Department of Christian Education brought to- 
gether over 60 people in November, 1967, at the First Baptist Church of West Hartford. 
Here, too, enthusiasm ran high, with several expressing their hopes that another Music 
Conference, perhaps more specialized and geared to the needs of the smaller churches, 
for instance, be held in the near future. Leadership for both the Diaconate Seminar and 
the Music Conference came from within the churches of our state. 

THE CHRISTIAN FAITH AND WCRK PLAN 

Much of my administrative responsibility during this past year was related to The 
Christian Faith and Work Plan, the new curriculum being developed by the American 
Baptist Convention for use in our churches beginning in September, 1969. To prepare 
our churches for the coming of the new curriculum plan, five workshops were held in each 
of the five associations of our state. The format of the workshops "When Teaching-Learn- 
ing Happens" provided an interesting learning experience for all who came. One hundred 
and ninety-six people from 47 churches attended these workshops. We are grateful to 
members of our department and to the association Christian Education committees for their 
assistance in these workshops. 

Another way in which we sought to interpret The Christian Faith and Work Plan em- 
phases, was through two Pastors Consultations, one held at the Senexet House at South 
Woodstock, Connecticut, and the other at the Ingraham House in Bristol, Connecticut. 

We were pleased that 57 pastors and ministers / directors of Christian Education responded 
by attending these consultations. Our guest leader was the Rev. Joseph Ban, author 
"Education For Change". At the Consultations we lifted up the concept of the pastor as 
the teacher of teachers. It is hoped that the book "Education For Change" will be used 
in our churches this year in order to prepare the laity for some of the changed educational 
concepts of The Christian Faith and Work Plan. 

Another interesting part of my involvement with The New Christian Faith and Work 
Plan is the Field Test Program. Several of our Connecticut churches are currently testing 
the new curriculum materials prior to their being printed in final form. We are grateful 
to these churches for participating in this task. You may be sure that it is not as simple 
as it may sound, for field testing is a complicated process! 

To clarify any misunderstandings about The Christian Faith and Work Plan, as well as 
to interpret its implications for a total church curriculum, we have launched a program 
through which we hope to visit with a small group of leaders in every church in our state. 
This is known as the "Every Church Visitation Program". To date, approximately one-third 
of our active churches have been visited. Part of the time during the church visit is given 
over to listening to suggestions that come from pastors and members. These suggestions

are then sent to the proper agencies in our Convention. Thus far we have found an ap- 
preciative response on the part of our national agencies to the contributions and sugges- 
tions made. We are grateful for the leadership given by some of our denominational 
people to this program, specifically Rev. Carl Kingsley of the Home Mission Societies; 

Rev. Ronald Schlosser, a Youth Editor for our American Baptist Board of Education and 
Publications; and Miss Evelyn Huber who is with our Ministry With Youth on the Ameri- 
can Baptist Board of Education and Publication. 

LOOKING AHEAD 

Experiences of the past year make me look ahead to the year we have before us. 

Living as we are in a time of change, it is difficult to predict with any precision what the 
future holds for us. The only certainty we can be sure of is change. Changes are taking 
place in our churches and in our ministry, and where these changes will lead us is diffi- 
cult to say. 

Take the matter of church school attendance. In 1956 there were 14,650 pupils en- 
rolled in our church schools with an average attendance of 10,451. By 1961 enrollment 
encreased to 15,874 with attendance averaging 11,253. Thus in five years we saw a sub- 
stantial increase in the number of people who were being reached through our educational 
ministries. A glance at our 1966 statistics indicated that in the next five years our total 
enrollment of church school pupils dropped to 10,627 with an average attendance of 7,633. 
Similar statistics for 1967 indicated a further decline with enrollments at 9,171 and aver- 
age attendance at 6,581. 

Can the trend be reversed? Will the emphasis on the part of our denomination on tea- 
cher development prove adequate? We are presently recruiting volunteers from our chur- 
ches who will be available to assist churches in the use and interpretation of our new cur- 
riculum. These Teaching Associates can be part of the answer. Ultimately, each of us 
has a stake in the outcome, and upon our willingness to become involved rests the future. 


CONCLUSION 

These are some of our achievements and some of our dreams. No report, however, 
would be complete without recognizing others who have worked with us and who continue^ 
to work with us as we press into the future. 1 am grateful to the Rev. John H. Minott, 
chairman of the Department of Christian Education, for his ready and cheerful help; for 
his dedication to the task, and competent leadership given to our department. Also, to 
Dr. Glenn Atkyns, chairman of the Department of Churchmanship, I wish to express ap- 
preciation. Taking over a new department is no easy task, but Dr. Atkyns has accepted 
the challenge and has borne with us during these formative months. We are grateful also 
to the work done by our office secretaries. Their patience and skills make our work pos- 
sible. Both Mrs. Orrin West, and Mrs. Jack Grobard, though both working part time, 
bring real commitment to their task. It is our hope and prayer that God may continue to 
use us as we work with others in the bringing of the Kingdom of God a little closer to 
its reality in the lives of those we reach. 
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REPORT OF THE MINISTER OF CAMPING, YOUTH, AND CHRISTIAN HIGHER 

EDUCATION 
Rev. Raymond C. Wixson 

In a world characterized by deepening tension, and rapid change, an annual pause to 
reflect and report our experience as fellow workers for the cause of Christ through the 
Connecticut Convention of American Baptist Churches is mandatory. I shall report on my 
involvement in our community of faith from four perspectives. 

First, I am deeply grateful for the experience of TEAM MINISTRY shared with the other 
members of our staff. Through this relationship, I have been challenged and supported. 

My participation includes: sharing in two Christian Education Workshops, counseling seven 
churches concerning the M & M Salary Plan, and representing our Convention fellowship 
on various occasions. I also led fifteen services of worship throughout our state. I am in- 
debted to my colleagues, the Rev. Alex Elsesser and the Rev. Nicholas Titus for their gui- 
dance and patience. 

Secondly, our MINISTRY THROUGH CAMPING at Camp Wightman involved 464 camp- 
ers, 73 counselors, 36 junior counselors, and 20 staff. Our Camp and Conference Commit- 
tee led by the Rev. Curtis Hoffman embarked upon a year of examination and evaluation of 
our camp and conference program. This resulted in several innovations. Two pilot Fam- 
ily Weekend Campouts were held at Wightman involving the families of the Middletown 
and Mansfield Churches. A new style of Family Camping was introduced during our sum- 
mer schedule. A new emphasis was placed upon area counselors in our camping program. 

Our 1968 camping season at Camp Wightman was supported by several training experi- 
ences. The New England Area Ecumenical Training Camp was attended by Mr. Hoffman 
and Mr. Wixson. The Campstitute was held at the Manchester Community Church, and 
attended by fifty adult leaders. The May Training Weekend was attended by 65 adults 
and youth. A pre-camp training event was held for each camp staff. Although our reg- 
istration for the season was somewhat low, experiences in Church Camping continue to 
provide opportunity for Christian growth and commitment. We gratefully express our ap- 
preciation to our 1968 Program Directors: the Rev. Charles Ihloff, Miss Ethelyn Nichols, 
the Rev. Donald Wheeler, the Rev. Ralph Seguine, Mr. Donald Lindsey, Miss Grace 
Lewis, the Rev. and Mrs. Alex Elsesser, the Rev. Sargis Matson, Mrs. William Gable, Mr. 
Peter Young, Miss A/Vargaret Burckes, and Mrs. Henry Turner. 

Thirdly, our MINISTRY WITH YOUTH took shape around several foci. The B.Y.F. 

State Council held four weekend sessions throughout the year led by our President, Miss 
Gail Noyes. This group presejited a workshop on "Worship" and the Saturday evening 
vespers at the last annual meeting of our Convention. Three B.Y.F. Work Weekends were 
held at Camp Wightman. The B.Y.F. State Convention was held at the Central Baptist 
Church of Norwich with the theme, "We Must Be Around Here Someplace." This event 
was sparked by the leadership of the Rev. David Rich, eastern director for Campus Christian 
Life for the American Baptist Board of Education and Publication. New officers were 
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elected including our President, Mr. Rick Kunz. Connecticut Baptist Youth were repre- 
sented at two out-of-state events. The State Council participated in a consultation with 
the B.Y.F. state council of Massachusetts at Grotonwood. State Council Advisor, the 
Rev. Donald Fonda, Jr., participated as a group leader in the Eastern Area Citizenship 
Seminar which was held in Washington, D.C. and attended by 11 youth from Connecticut. 

Fourth, our MINISTRY OF CHRISTIAN HIGHER EDUCATION has been one of rapid 
development and significant accomplishment. The Connecticut Baptist Foundation for 
Campus Ministry led by its President, Mrs. Major L. Johnson, has grown in its role as a 
channel of support and insight between the churches and campus communities of our state. 
Attention is called to the more detailed report by Mrs. Johnson. Foundation members have 
played an important part in the establishment of the ecumenical "Connecticut Committee 
for Campus Ministry." Through the efforts of the sub committee on Christian Higher Edu- 
cation which is the connecting link between the Foundation and the Convention, a Col- 
lege Day program was held on September 17, 1967. This session was attended by 150 
students and parents seeking a deeper understanding of the challenge of campus life. 

Finally, it would be less than candid not to recognize the difficulties of my first year's 
experience among you. The character of our time is far too evident in the fabric of our 
fellowship. The size of our task is all too often such that much is accomplished; but more 
is left to be done. Yet, 1 thank God for the privilege of service among you, and the hope 
which is ours in Christ through the ministry of reconciliation. 
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REPORT OF THE MINISTER OF BUSINESS AND FINANCE 

J. David FoIIett 

THE ENFIELD AMERICAN BAPTIST CHURCH 

In November 1967, the Convention and the Enfield church signed the contract for the 
construction of the first unit of the Enfield church building. From that date through August 
1968, the building gradually took shape in concrete, brick and wood. Each month, funds 
were received from the American Baptist Extension Corporation until the full $93,000 loan 
was advanced. 

Finally, August 18, 1968 came — the day when the Enfield congregation was able to 
hold its first Sunday service in its new building. The dedication of the building is sche- 
duled for 4 p.m. on October 20th, the day following our Annual Meeting. Will we see 
you there? 

The Enfield church began repayment of the ABEC loan on October 1, 1968 with the 
payment of $1,116. For the next five years, the church will need to continue paying this 
amount per month — $13,392 a year on the loan! (For the remaining ten years, the pay- 
ments will be smaller.) Hartford Baptist Association churches are providing some $7,000 
a year for five years to help the Enfield church in its endeavor. Here, indeed, is faith 
and love in action! 

A HIGHER RETURN PERCENTAGE APPLIED FOR 


In February of this year, several of us from our State Convention attended a meeting 
of the American Baptist Convention Finance Committee in Chicago to present Connecticut 
Baptists' needs for a higher return percentage on the mission dollars we raise. We realized, 
of course, that the higher return percentage (2% maximum increase for any one year) would 
be only a limited solution to our financial needs. So we were also interested in any addi- 
tional assistance and suggestions that the Finance Committee could provide. The Finance 
Committee gave us a most sympathetic hearing. We learned that a number of states were 
asking for a greater percentage return on their mission dollars — that they, too, are facing 
the increasing costs of inflation. 

As members of the American Baptist family, we were challenged to investigate SAAR 
(Study of Administrative and Area Relationships) as an approach that might enable us to 
use our resources both more efficiently and effectively. Specifically, we were asked to 
explore the possibility of Connecticut Baptists entering into SAAR conversations with 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 

No state received a percentage increase. Instead, all were encouraged to consider 
the SAAR concept as having the potential to provide more adequate solutions to growing 
financial needs. 

THE SAAR CONCEPT — WHAT IS IT? 

SAAR is basically concerned with "undergirding in the most supportive and effective 
fashion the local congregation in its undertaking in the mission of Christ in its community 

Priorities are set in the local areas in light of where the congregations are, 

the potential each has, and the needs that are to be met." 
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SAAR seeks to "centralize the administrative details and decentralize the servicing in 
ministry." It places emphasis on the regional concept of administration — providing 
"a regional staff of resource specialists and area ministers (general practitioners)." Thus, 
SAAR is not a program, but a series of guiding principles designed to aid American Baptists 
in reshaping their administrative areas. It begins with asking "What is the job to be done?" 
and "What is the best way to do it?" 

To date, we have been able to make only preliminary contacts with our sister states 
regarding SAAR. It will be up to us to maintain the initiative and to offer specific 
proposals for furthering regional cooperation in Southern New England. Our key to 
success will include vision, perseverance and patience. 

YOUR CONVENTION BUDGET 


How do you prepare a budget for 1969 in March 1968? Well, we began our prepara- 
tions by estimating our receipts for 1969 including the leading source of our income — 
our return percentage on mission funds raised in Connecticut. Next, we asked each of 
our Departments and each of the Organizations which the Convention supports to submit 
proposals for their concerns. By adding these proposals to other basic expenditures, we 
were able to project how we might use our resources for mission in Connecticut: Religion- 
in-Action Commission, Church Aid and Extension, Camp Wightman, Adult Training Con- 
ferences, Faith and Work Plan, Connecticut Project Equality, Inc., Stewardship Materials 
and Clinics, Retreats, Conference Scholarships, Connecticut Baptist Foundation For 
Campus Ministry, Community Witness. 

For 1969 our proposed expenditures for program, facilities, staff, etc., total more 
than the amount of income which we expect to receive. We will need to use a portion 
of our accumulated operating surplus to close the gap. (We expect that as of January 1, 
1969 our operating surplus will have a balance of some $23,000). 

We do have several budget alternatives to consider this year. Your careful attention 
is requested, for we want to put our resources to the best possible use in these days of 
many crucial needs. 

PARTICIPATION IN PROJECT EQUALITY 


As a participant in Connecticut Project Equality, the Convention has sent to its major 
suppliers the preliminary Project Equality commitment form. The majority of our suppliers 
have enrolled, pledging themselves "to take affirmative steps to hire minority group per- 
sons" in their Companies, and "to maintain employment policies that affirmatively promote 
equality of opportunity for minority group persons at all job levels and in all aspects of 
employment." Only in one instance have we found that we wanted to change our purchas- 
ing to a firm showing greater evidence of being committed to an equal opportunity employ- 
ment policy. 

CAMP — THE COPY IS THE THING 


In 1968 our Camp bookkeeping and registration systems took on new color and format. 
Through the use of carbon copies and carbon entries, we have been able to save time in 
recording information. For example, when we write a check, the amount and the payee 
are duplicated in carbon in the disbursements journal. The camp registration form now has 
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five copies — two for the camper (for acknowledgment and final receipt), one for the 
financial records, one for Christian Education files, and one for billings and miscellaneous 
use. This is, indeed, the milti-copy age! 

REGISTER HERE! 


Each year the Convention plans its Annual Meeting and prepares to register some 500 
or more persons. How to avoid the bottlenecks — that's the question I When a delegate 
asks, "Can you squeeze in two more for the luncheon tomorrow?" we want to know the 
exact count and be able to give a quick answer (hopefully, "Yes"). Annually, we intro- 
duce modifications to improve our procedures. Some year, we shall have a "perfect sys- 
tem" worked out!

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REPORT OF THE FIELD COUNSELOR 
for the 

DIVISION OF WCRLD MISSION SUPPORT 
Rev. George E. Lang 

The Division of World Mission Support is charged with the raising of the Basic Mission 
Budget of the American Baptist Convention. The Field Counselor seeks to relate this 
responsibility to the State Convention through the Field Program of DWMS. 

In 1967 Connecticut Baptists gave $231,377 to Basic Mission Support, an increase of 
$2,760, or 1 .2% over the previous year. 

Every year at least two pastors are trained in the current stewardship techniques. They 
assist the Field Counselor in the annual stewardship clinics, are also available to indivi- 
dual churches in training for the Percentage Giving Program. This year valuable service 
has been rendered by the Rev. Clinton L. Barlow, of Meriden, and the Rev. Marvin 
Breininger, of Lebanon. 

' "The Field Counselor Reminder" appears eleven times a year with suggestions and in- 
formation related to stewardship and missions. Year end support information is framed in 
a series of bulletins designed to help the church reach its mission support goal . 

The level of giving is reflected in "The Top Fifteen," a quarterly report of basic mission 
giving in volume and per capita. "The Top Ten" reports on the annual offerings, appear- 
ing shortly before the offering time. 

Annual offerings include the America for Christ and World Fellowship Offerings. Many 
churches are showing stewardship growth in these offerings. There is still a long way to go 
to reach the $750,000 goal of each offering. 

"Mission Project 68" gives a church the opportunity to personalize their mission giving. 
Designations can be made to particular items in the Basic Mission Budget. Arrangements 
for this kind of giving should be made with the Field Counselor. Some churches have gone 
to new levels of support with a mission project. 

"Decision" takes a look at the ratio of the dollar what does the church spend on the 

Local Mission and how much on the Wider Mission. It begins with a thirty minute film, 
moves forward with a workbook and looks at the local record with a concern for the future. 

This past summer the Field Counselor attended the Chautauqua Conference on World 
Mission and became acquainted with many of the materials and visuals for this year's study 
themes, "Southeast Asia" and "New Forms of Mission." 

Gratitude is expressed to the Rev. Ronald Webb, chairman, and the members of the De- 
[xirtment of Christian Mission Support for their cooperation and continued concern for 
Christ's Mission.

In this, my first report as president, 1 want to express to AArs. Ruth Hamilton deep ap- 
preciation for the inspiration of her dedicated leadership over the past four years. 

Our study theme this past year, and continuing this year, is: "Seek To Know, Dare To 
Obey, Risk The Results." Such a challenge for action and involvement in these days of 
turmoil, concern, and need has made us more adequately informed and better prepared to 
participate in the new forms of mission of the church. As we have studied the book of Acts, 
along with the program themes, we have found reason and strength for our part in God's 
plan and the purpose in living. 

About 1,400 Baptist women from 72 churches worked to complete White Cross quotas 
which supplied 4 overseas missionaries - Dr. & Mrs. Frank O. Andersen, Rev. & AArs. 
Orville Chapman, Miss AAadelyn Albrecht, and AAr. & AArs. Harvey Polley; and 3 mission- 
aries in our overland program- Miss Inez Guiles, AArs. Ruth Maldonado, and Miss Irma Cruz 
in Puerto Rico. About $2,500. was spent on postage and new materials to overseas missions 
(1,079 lbs.), and about $300. (950 lbs.) for overland areas. Mather School, so long a 
part of our White Cross overland program, closed this year. Our society sent about 5,000 
lbs. of clothing up to June 1st. Bacone College received 6 boxes and many boxes were 
filled for Church World Service. 

Through the Family Planning Project (India) we contributed $280. 

Our Love Gift for 1967 fell short of its goal of $8,500, with $8,016,93 being re- 
ported from the five associations. 
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Two students. Miss Cynthia Channon and Miss Pamela Goodrich, were recipients of 
grants from the Edith M. Northrop scholarship fund for the 1967-68 school year. 

Registrations for the women's conference at the University of Bridgeport in June were 
179, which is slightly less than the year before. The program highlights - Gano players, 
Bible Study with Rev. A. Roger Williams, singing directed by Doris Halloway of Ohio, 
panel of American women and Missionary tours - and the division workshops combined to 
be one of the finest total conference experiences. An offering of $1,361 .65 was received 
for Camp Wightman. 

Ashford, Fairfield and South Central Associations held retreats for the first time last 
fall. We trust this will be an annual vital experience for each association every year.

The Annual Meeting of the American Baptist Men of Connecticut is held during the 
Fall Conference. This has been at Camp Wightman in mid-September in recent years. 

The 1967 Conference, September 15, and 16, featured the Rev. Melvin A. Pekrul, 
pastor of the First Baptist Church, Las Vegas, Nevada. Rev. Pekrul led us through a ser- 
ies of inspirational and thought-provoking presentations related to our theme "Called to 
Commitment". These were combined with working search groups on different aspects of the 
theme. Rev. Pekrul had traveled to Connecticut as a member of the American Baptist Board 
of Education and Publication for the Board's meeting held in Hartford starting September 
17. This juxtaposition to our Conference proved a combined blessing and hardship. The 
blessing, having the Rev. Pekrul from such a distance at no cost to us, was countered by 
the same national Board Meeting also spawning two area Christian Education workshops the 
same day. This meant sharing a portion of our laymen. The bell for the highest number of 
attendance points was won by the men of the Stratford Church. The second place banner 
was taken by Branford, First. 

Unfortunately, John Conway suffered a serious heart attack in the early fall and had 
to retire from all activities. We are happy to learn that he has made a good recovery and 
is now able to resume limited activities. Bob Dutton of Vernon (Manchester Community) 
was drafted to step into the vacant V-P position at the time of our March 2nd Conference. 
He has stepped into the breach to ably share a position of leadership in the planning of our 
1968 Fall Conference. 

At the invitation of the men of the First Baptist, Wallingford, under the leadership of 
Ivan McGlauflin, arid their pastor and also our pastor-counselor. Rev. Francis Hensley, 
we were able to hold a Spring Conference for the first time in many years. The conference 
theme was a continuation of that of the Fall Conference and bore the title "My Commit- 
ment - From Here to There". For this conference we had the privilege of having both our 
executive director and associate executive director of the American Baptist Men, Ray 
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Classen and Burt Andrews. Ray had just officially started in this position on March 1, and 
this Conference was held on March 2 , 1968, so we had the first opportunity to have his 
official leadership. Ray and Burt combined presentations and search groups to bring us to 
a sharper realization of our commitment as laymen in His service. The sparking and the 
hosting of the Wallingford church was very much appreciated. 

Two calls have been made under the name of our Connecticut Baptist Boosters Club 
(CBBC). This year it seemed fitting to give our boost to the two new churches of our Conn- 
ecticut family. The Fall call gathered $335. for the Enfield church and the Spring call 
has resulted in a contribution of $330. to the Ledyard-Gales Ferry Church. Bob Young, 
our action chairman, has made this project his particular emphasis. Bob has plugged hard 
with the potential of this effort proving a most elusive target to reach. 

Three Issues of our Laymen's Lantern have been published this year in the effort to 
keep a wider group of our laymen informed of their work in a wider area. Dick Ogrean, 
our immediate past president, with Merle Hopkins as his assistant, has continued to serve 
very ably as editor and publisher of the Lantern. 

President Smith and Secretary Wright represented our state at the Eastern Area Train- 
ing Conference for American Baptist Men held in Syracuse, New York, November 10-12, 
1967. President Smith was the only Connecticut representative at the American Baptist 
Men's Annual Conference at Green Lake in August 1968. The conference theme this year 
was "Church Men in Personal Witness". An effective and stimulating presentation of the 
need for, and the rewards of, personal evangelism was made. 

With the Annual Session of the American Baptist Convention held in nearby Boston 
this year a number of our Connecticut laymen were able to attend the American Baptist 
Men's Annual Luncheon. Dr. W. Heartsill Wilson, known as "America's dynamic voice 
of salesmanship", gave a challenging message to each of us at that luncheon. 

In addition to our own laymen's activities it is the privilege and responsibility of the 
President and Vice-President to represent the American Baptist Laymen of Connecticut on 
a number of the state convention boards. This includes the Board of Managers, and the 
Department of Churchmanship as the particular assignment under the Board. It is within 
this department that we seek to relate our activities to those of the women, the youth, 
and the ministers as an official group, as well as the Connecticut Convention as a whole. 
Representatives of each of these groups serve in this department also. In addition 1 have 
served on the Nominating Committee, and the Program Committee for the October 1968 
Convention. The President of the Men is also a member of the Board of Trustees of the 
Pierce Home. 

The September 1968 conference has been jointly planned with the officers of the 
Ministers' Council as a Pastor-Laymen's conference. The theme will be the very pertinent 
"Resolving Church Tensions". 
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It has been a joy to serve as president particularly to have the opportunity to become 
more closely acquainted with our wider Connecticut Baptist family. May God bless us as 
we seek to continue witnessing more effectively to Him in our state.

The work of our Connecticut State B.Y.F. during the 1967-68 period combined the 
new with the old. The State Council planned Work Weekends at Camp Wightman in Octo- 
ber/ April/ and June. These weekends were attended by 212 youth and 28 adults who shar- 
ed in the work/ fellowship/ and inspiration. Under the leadership of Miss Gail Noyes/ the 
State Council met in September at Hartford/ in December at Meriden/ in January at Man- 
chester/ and in March at Grotonwood/ Mass.

Residency at the Home continues at its capacity of 26. There are 27 beds; one in a 
double room on the first floor in the front kept for emergency needs of second floor residents. 
The boarding rooms require ability to mount the stairs to the second floor and so are more 
likely to be available. We encourage any members of our Connecticut Convention churches 
to apply early. It can happen that those recently applying will be ready to accept residen- 
cy before those longer on the waiting list. 

During the past year we hove seen Mrs. Sarah Rubey, Mrs. Olive Decker, and Mrs. 
Gladys Corson leave us for their heavenly home. We have received Mrs. Gladys Green 
and Mrs. Bertha Bamum as new residents. At this writing there is a room available in the 
boarding section. 

Last year's Harvest Offering totalled 5,500 items from 48 churches. We are grateful 
for this continuing evidence of the concern of our churches.

We have some suggestions for Christmas giving which will be shared soon with 
our Woman's Board representatives and the pastors. The Spring Offering reached a gratify- 
ing $1,540. 

The Annual Garden Party and Barbecue drew nearly a thousand guests, with 700 ser- 
ved at the barbecue. Net receipts for the barbecue were $667 and for the Garden party 
over $1,500. The 1969 date is June 21 . We look forward to being your host at this gala 
occasion . 

A great joy to us this year has been the work of our Program Director, Mrs. Florence 
Hopkins, who began as a volunteer and then took training under the State program for full 
accreditation. Daily programs, Monday through Friday, are varied and enthusiastically 
shared by our residents. We always appreciate volunteer help from the churches. Any 
who can help us are encouraged to inquire in person or in writing. 
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Fall and Spring issues of "Echoes of Home", our seasonal journal, have been sent to 
a large mailing list. If you do not receive "Echoes" and would like to, just let us know. 
We appreciate sponsorship of each issue at $200. This is a worthy project for groups or 
individuals in whole or in part. 

18 pastors and churches conducted afternoon services at 3 o'clock on Sunday after- 
noons. All 3 of our State Convention staff were with us, also 3 others. These services 
are an inspiration to us, providing a direct means of participation by the churches. Our 
administrator conducts services when there is no visiting minister scheduled. We would 
appreciate having all our convention churches working this service into their annual pro- 
gram. 


The expansion program is progressing steadily though more slowly than we had anti- 
cipated, but any church which has done any building knows what we are experiencing. 

We now have the architect's rendering of our plans. A brochure will soon be ready for our 
interested supporters. Our big need is for gifts and pledges to add to those already re- 
ceived. We now have $110,000 available toward a goal of $550,000. 

We are grateful for a capable Board of Trustees, and an enthusiastic Woman's Board 
and a host of constant supporters.

Although the Connecticut Baptist Foundation for Campus Ministry is presently one 
year old, the program through which it works is much older. It was developed over a per- 
iod of years by the committee on Christian Higher Education of the Connecticut Baptist 
Convention and it became the responsibility of the Foundation when it (the Foundation) 
was organized and incorporated in the spring of 1967. 

As American Baptists in Connecticut we are involved in ministry on five campus sit- 
uations in the state. Much time has been given, during this first year, to becoming ac- 
quainted with the campus ministers in the situations and knowing something of the aims and 
purposes of the programs and plans within the campuses. The Board has felt a responsibility 
for interpreting the whole area of Christian Higher Education to the churches of the state. 
A brochure has been prepared and a slide-tape presentation developed for this purpose. A 
series of meetings for ministers was held last fall and speakers have been available to the 
churches. 


Through the work of the Finance committee appraisal has been made of our financial 
resources and budget needs. An appeal to all of the churches in the state for increased 
support of the Campus Ministry through the Institutional Support Program is now underway, 
to be completed this fall. 

A very interesting and significant development this year has been the growing, work- 
ing relationship among the various denominations involved in campus ministry in Connecti- 
cut. There have been three meetings held with representatives of six denominations par- 
ticipating (Methodist, United Church of Christ, Episcopal, American Baptist, Lutheran, 
Presbyterian) seeking to find ways in which we can work in closer cooperation to meet the 
increasing scope of the campus ministry in our state. 

It seems reasonable now to assume that in the near future some form of permanent 
structure (simple and flexible) will emerge through which these groups, and others, includ- 
ing the Roman Catholic, can share in planning for campus ministry in this area in the future. 

The responsibilities of our board move in at least two major directions. One is to- 
ward the American Baptist churches in the state, a task of interpretation, cultivation of 
interest and concern, and promotion. The other is our relationship to the campus ministers 
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and their ministry within the campus communities. This is a task of understanding and con- 
cern, of undergirding support, of analysis and evaluation and of planning for the future 
growth of ministries. 

Ours is a small board. Of necessity it must be a working board as well as a decision 
making group. 1 want to express my personal appreciation for the very helpful spirit that 
has been present and that 1 know will carry us through these next months of concentrated 
effort on the part of all .

MINUTES 

The 179th Annual Meeting of the Hartford Baptist Association was held at the Blue 
Hills Baptist Church, Hartford, Connecticut, Sunday, May 5, 1968. The meeting was 
called to order at 4:00 P.M., by the Moderator, Rev. Wallace Reid. 

Rev. Wallace Reid, of the Church of Christ, Winsted, Moderator of the Association 
presided at the business session. 

The following reports were presented and accepted. 

1. Clerk's report. 

The Clerk read a report of the Permanent Council meeting. The Ordination 
Council was held for the purpose of examining Mr. Henry L. Tilley, of the 
Shiloh Baptist Church, with a view of ordination to the Christian Ministry. 
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3. Treasurer's report. 

4. Old and New Business was presented: 

a. A new Constitution for our Association. The first presentation of the pro- 
posed constitution was made in 1966, in Middletown by the Constitution 
Revision Committee appointed by the Association. This Committee con- 
sisted of the Rev. Michael Kary, Chairman, the Rev. Ralph Shotwell, and 
Miss Mary Meleky. It was voted to table present consideration of the 
proposed Constitution. 

In March 1968 the Executive Board reactivated the same committee to 
make further study of criticisms made by member churches with changes 
made accordingly and was to be presented for approval at our Annual 
Meeting, May 5, 1968. At our Annual Meeting it was voted to take the 
proposed Constitution off the tabled motion and motion proposed that we 
accept the 'Revised Constitution' . A copy of the Constitution was given 
to all present and Rev. Michael Kary explained the changes made in the 
constitution by his committee. 

Motion was made and seconded that the proposed Constitution with chan- 
ges be adopted as amended. 

b. Rev. Alex Elsesser, representing the Connecticut Baptist Convention, 
presented a request for a contribution of $300 - $325 from our Associa- 
tion as our share towards the training of approximately seventeen indi- 
viduals as trainers of teachers to serve for three years teaching associ- 
ates in Christian Education. 

At the Executvie Committee's recommendation it was voted to accept the 
Convention's request of a contribution from our Association towards the 
training of individuals as trainers of teachers. 

c. It was voted to send the Ministers and Widows Fund of $670 to the M&M 
Fund, and the Contingent Fund to be transferred to the General Fund. 

Both Fund transactions were referred to the Association Council for final 
decision. 

d. Motion was made to send two delegates from our Association to the Na- 
tional Convention in Boston. It was voted to send our Clerk, Miss Mary 
Meleky and our new Moderator, Rev. Michael Kary. 

The following new Pasiors were introduced: Rev. Lee Perry, Pastor of the Calvary 
Baptist Church in Torringtor - Re' . Walter Loomis, Pastor of the Community Baptist 
Church in Manchester - Rev. Riciiord Brown, Pastor of the First Baptist Church in West 
Hartford - Rev. Arthur Kuehn, Associate Pastor of the Central Baptist Church in Hartford. 

The Association was invited by the Community Baptist Church of Manchester to hold 
our next meeting in their church if approved by the Board. 

A delicious dinner was served by the women of the Blue Hills Baptist Church of Hart- 
ford. Mr. Otto Neumann, Vice-M^erator, expressed sincere thanks and appreciation to 
the ladies for the appetizing dinner and the host church and their minister for their gra- 
ciousChristian hospitality. 
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Rev. Lowell Fewster, pastor of the host church, brought greetings and a warm wel- 
come to the Hartford Baptist Association. 

Rev. Michael Kary, who is representing our Association in relationship with the En- 
field American Baptist Church, working with the Convention Committee on Church Wel- 
fare and Research, expressed thanks to our churches of our Association for 100% accep- 
tance of our quota for Enfield. The member churches of our Association accepted a goal 
of $35,000.00 in support of the building project of the Enfield American Baptist Church. 

The evening service was opened with a Hymn "Publish Glad Tidings", followed by 
Congregational Hymn Singing conducted by Rev. Alfred Bernadt, pastor of the Plalnville 
Baptist Church. 

Report of the Nominating Committee and election of officers as prescribed by the 
newly adopted Constitution. Rev. Arthur Kuehn, Chairman of the Executive Board; Rev. 
Michael Kary, Moderator; Rev. Ronald Webb, Vice -Moderator; Arthur Bunnell, Treasurer 
and Miss Mary Meleky, Clerk. Historian was not filled by the Nominating Committee 
and was voted that the Executive Board make the appointment. 

Installation service was conducted by Mr. Otto Neumann, Vice Moderator and a 
prayer of Installation by Dr. Robert Moody, pastor of the Shiloh Baptist Church, Hartford, 
and Chairman of the Nominating Committee. 

The evening worship service was conducted by Rev. Lowell Fewster, pastor of the 
Blue Hills Baptist Church, Hartford, with a hymn, "Lord Speak To Me", followed by 
Scripture reading and a prayer. 

Our evening guest speaker was Mr. David Simpson, a student at the Hartford Semi- 
nary studying for the ministry. Mr. Simpson presented to us his personal experience in 
living in a Ghetto. When Mr. Simpson first approached the City Officials of Danbury 
for a permit to live and work in the ghetto, they were very hesitant in issuing a permit. 
The officials claimed that they do not have any racial problems in Danbury and the only 
reason the people live in a ghetto is because they do not want to pay more than forty 
dollars a month rent for their apartment. In order to learn and experience what it means 
to live in a ghetto Mr. Simpson and his wife made such an experiment in Danbury and 
here are just a few conditions they witnessed. 

The World that seems so nice on the outside and so horrible on the inside. Living in 
a ghetto is a vicious cycle of hopelessness - gap of communication seems to be getting 
wider instead of closer. The children are brought up with knives from four years old. 

They do not see a policeman as their friend as they only see one when he comes to ar- 
rest someone in their neighborhood and never to help or protect them. A ghetto is a 
world with a high fence which you cannot get out but are trapped without any hope. The 
people are very lonely people. Living conditions are almost unbelievable, not $40.00 
a month as stated by City officials but $100.00 a month for a shabby four room apartment 
not fit for human beings to live in. 

Mr. Simpson stated that there are many ways the church can help. The people in 
the ghetto want you to come in as their friend. They are sick and tired of services ren- 
dered to them - they want you for a friend. Invite people to help those who want to help 
themselves. Let the people in the ghetto know that you care. Mr. Simpson concluded 
his message with the statement that money is not going to solve the ghetto problem - only 
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true Christian love - friendship - concern and helping those that want to help themselves. 
It is our creation for 300 years - your ghetto and my ghetto. 

Our Annual Meeting was closed with a hymn, "Once to Every Man and Nation", 
followed by a prayer. 

There were about one hundred fifteen at the Association meeting and eighty-five 
for dinner. Fifteen churches were represented.

MINUTES 

The 144th Annual Meeting of the Ashford Baptist Association was called to order at 
the Willimantic Baptist Church on September 29, 1968 by Rev. Howard May, Moderator. 
Rev. Kenneth Cooper, Pastor of the Host Church, brought greetings and opened the meeting 
with prayer. The Clerk, Jeanette P. Mercer, read the Rules of Order and the Roll Call of 
the churches. Thirty-three people in attendance represented seven churches. The minutes 
of the last meeting were read and corrected, and the Treasurer's report was received and 
approved. Rev. Heyward Foreman, Trustee of the Johanna Barrett Fund, reported Interest 
received of $53.89 making a balance of $1,238.83 in the Fund at present. A motion was 
passed that the report be received. 

Highlights of the past year were reported by representatives of the various churches. 
South Woodstock is installing a new pastor. Rev. Howard Jensen, next Sunday, October 
6th. They also have new carpets in their sanctuary. Stafford will soon have the redecor- 
ating of their damaged auditorium completed and they are debt free in spite of having no 
insurance to cover this damage. Willimantic has just dedicated a new public address system. 
Since the fire last spring the building next door has been removed. The church is hoping 
for future expansion on the land in the rear. They are working with the community in plans 
for the area. Their belfry also needs repairs. Warrenville is conducting a co-operative 
nursery for the four-year olds of the whole town of Ashford. The Danielson report is to be 
made this evening, and Mansfield has no report. 

Rev. Howard May then presented the proposed Constitution Revision, copies of which 
had been distributed. The group was divided into buzz groups to discuss the constitution and 
also the question stated on the program of the day: "Shall Ashford Association continue? 

If so, what shall be its function and purpose." Results of the buzz group discussion will be 
reported on during the evening business session. 

The group reconvened at 5:45 p.m. for the Memorial Service for all members of our 
churches who have passed on during the year, conducted by Rev. Louis Watson. 

Supper was served by the women of the Willimantic Church who asked only for a dona- 
tion to defray costs. 

The evening session was called to order by Vice Moderator, Rev. Donald Fonda. The 
worship service was conducted by Rev. Franklin Murdock. The roll call was taken again 
for the evening business session, showing 28 additional people and two more churches re- 
presented. 

The first business of the evening was to consider the constitutional revision. This was 
introduced by raising the question, "Shall Ashford Association continue?" which was dis- 
cussed in the afternoon buzz groups. The assemblage was unanimously in favor of continu- 
ing and we proceeded to consider the proposed constitution article by article. 
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ARTICLE I - NAME. A motion was made, seconded, and passed that the name be 
changed to Northeastern Association of the Connecticut Convention of American Baptist 
Churches. 

"The name of this body shall be: The Northeastern Association of the Connecticut 
Convention of American Baptist Churches." 

ARTICLE II - PURPOSE. Motions were made, seconded and passed to insert the word 
"fellowship" after "growth", and change the word "interest" to "mission." 

"The purpose of this Association shall be to promote the unity, growth, fellow- 
ship and outreach of its member churches, and to foster whatever else may serve 
to promote the mission of Christ in the world." , 

ARTICLE III - AFFILIATION. This article was approved as presented. 

"This Association shall be affiliated with the Connecticut Convention of Amer- 
ican Baptist Churches and the American Baptist Convention." 

ARTICLE IV - MEMBERSHIP. It was voted to insert the word "upon" between the first 
and second sentences and to delete Section 2. 

"Churches are to be received into this Association by accepting this Constitu- 
tion and by expressing the desire to work cooperatively with the member churches, 
upon the recommendation of the executive committee and an affirmative vote of 
2/3 of the delegates present and voting at any meeting, providing that member 
churches have been informed in writing of said meeting at least 30 days before 
said meeting." 

ARTICLE V - DELEGATES. It was voted to change "shall" to "may" in the first line, 
and to add Section 2 as follows: "Delegates shall serve for the ensuing year or until their 
successor is named by the local church." 

"Section 1 - Each member church may be represented at the meetings of the 
Association by four delegates, who shall be members in good standing in that 
church, and its pastor. Each church with over 100 resident members shall be 
entitled to one extra delegate for each 100 or fraction thereof over the first 
100. Names and addresses of the delegates shall be given to the Association's 
Clerk at the annual meeting. All officers of the Association shall be delegates 
ex-officio, with full right to vote. VWitten notice of all business meetings 
shall be provided to the delegates. 

"Section 2 - Delegates shall serve for the ensuing year or until their successor 
is named by the local church." 

ARTICLE VI - MEETINGS. It was voted to insert "or" after Moderator in Section 1, 
and add "or upon petition of a member church" at the end. Section 2 was changed to read 
"Annual meetings of the Association shall be the last Sunday in September. Section 2, 
the last phrase was changed to read "delegates certified to the Association to vote". 

"Section 1 - Meetings of the delegates shall be called when there is the need 
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to carry out the purposes of the Association. These meetings shall be called 
by the Moderator or as requested by the executive committee. 

"Section 2 - Annual meetings of the Association shall be the last Sunday in 
September. 

"Section 3 - A quorum for the conduct of Association business shall be not 
less than half of the member churches represented by one or more delegates; 
and the number of delegates present shall be not less than one-third of the 
total number of delegates certified to the Association to vote." 

ARTICLE Vll - OFFICERS. This article was accepted as presented. 

"Section 1 - The officers of the Association shall consist of a Moderator, 

Vice Moderator, Clerk-Treasurer and a delegate to the Nominating Com- 
mittee of the State Convention. 

"Section 2 - The Moderator shall preside at all meetings of the Association, 
be ex-officio member of all committees and perform any duties appropriate 
to his office. The Vice-Moderator shall perform duties of Moderator in the 
latter's absence or incapacity or qt his request. The clerk shall keep min- 
utes of meetings for the Association, notify the churches and delegates, 
and receive annual reports from the churches and a listing of their official 
delegates; handle correspondence and keep the records and other delegated 
duties. The Treasurer shall receive and distribute all monies, keep such 
transactions as have taken place. The Treasurer shall also notify the mem- 
ber churches of the amount of dues as voted by the Association." 

ARTICLE Vlll - COMMITTEES. It was voted to delete the last sentence of Section 1 
for further study. This is to be reported on at the next meeting. It was voted to change 
Section 2 as follows: At least 90 days before the annual meeting, the Executive Commit- 
tee shall name a Nominating Committee of five members who shall nominate officers for 
the ensuing year. 

"Section 1 - The Executive Committee shall consist of the officers of the 
Association, the Chairmen of existing committees and a delegate from those 
churches not represented by officers or committee chairmen. It shall be the 
duty of the executive committee to care for the interests of the Association 
between meetings and to prepare the program for the annual meeting with 
the host pastor. 

"Section 2 - The Nominating Committee. At least 90 days before the annual 
meeting, the Executive Committee shall name a Nominating Committee of 
5 members who shall nominate officers for the ensuing year. The committee 
shall represent the member churches as broadly as possible. 

"Section 3 - Special Committees. The Association may establish special 
committees to perform special duties or functions as it deems desirable; in 
the absence of a directive for selecting such a committee, the Moderator 
shall appoint the committee. Such committees shall serve until it has ful- 
filled its function or the committee is dismissed." 
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ARTICLE IX - AMENDMENTS. This article was approved as presented. 

"The Association may amend this constitution by a 2/Z vote of the dele- 
gates present and voting, providing that member churches and delegates 
have been Informed in writing at least 30 days before said meeting." 

A motion was made to adopt the Constitution as amended, and as directed for study 
on certain articles. This motion was seconded and passes. 

Rev. Alex Elsesser of the State Convention Staff was introduced to present the Training 
Program for the Christian Faith and Work Plan. There is to be a 5-day intensive training 
session in Hartford which will cost $90. per trainee. These trainees will become Teaching 
Associates who will conduct 1-day convocations in various areas. The nearest one for us 
will be in Norwich. The cost of this program has been divided equally among the Associa- 
tions and this Association is asked to contribute $325.00. 


It is the recommendation of the Executive Committee that the Northeastern Association 
accept the goal of $325.00 to support the Training Program. This was made a motion and 
was seconded and passed. It was pointed out that this is a challenge to be met, and not a 
legal obligation. 

It is also the recommendation of the Executive Committee that the Northeastern 
Association request each member church to give 25<J per resident member in order to 
raise the money for this Training Program. However, a motion was made asking for 35<J: 
per resident merrijer from each member church. This motion was seconded and passed. 

This is in addition to Association dues, and may be paid any time during the next year, 
preferably early in 1969.

MINUTES 

The Annual Meeting of the South Central Baptist Association was held on Sunday, 
October 6, 1968, at the First Baptist Church in Wallingford. The Rev. Francis Hensley, 
host pastor, welcomed the Association and gave the opening prayer. 

The moderator. Rev. Donald Lawrence, opened the meeting at 4 p.m. The minutes 
of the previous meeting were read and accepted. The Treasurer's report showed a balance 
of $634.29 and the Moderator reported briefly on the year's activities. These reports 
were accepted. A roll call of the Association churches indicated that twelve churches 
were represented. 

Rev. Alex Elsesser reported on the Teaching Associates Program being undertaken by 
the State Convention. The five-day training period will begin on February 24, in Hart- 
ford. Following that convocations will be held throughout the state to acquaint and as- 
sist the churches in implementing the new curriculum. The Teaching Associates will be 
available for consultation over the next three years. 

Letter from Mr. Ostrom read, expressing his regret at not being able to attend (he 
will be at the ground-breaking ceremonies at the Gales Ferry Church). 

Mr. Andrews read the proposed budget for 1969, and it was accepted in regular form. 

Rev. William Molnar read the report of the Nominating Committee: Ivan McGIauflin 
as Moderator and Rev. Charles Walker as Vice Moderator. By unanimous vote, the Re- 
port was accepted, and the Clerk cast a ballot to elect A/\r. McGIauflin and Mr. Walker. 

Rev. William Philpot acquainted us with the work of the Christian Union Service 
Center at 200 Bassett Street, New Haven — an interdenominational service centre "for 
the purpose of serving residents of the central city ... Christian outreach... Christian 
Bible study ... Christian Education ... Counselling and Consultation." He was not 
appealing for funds, but rather for our prayers and concerned interest in this project. 

Recess was declared at 5:15 p.m. Rev. Ralph Seguine spoke about the Home at 
Brooklyn, detailing some of the plans for the expansion program, their newspaper, etc. 

He then led an enjoyable and rewarding period of hymn singing. 

Dinner was served by the host church. The evening program brought a stimulating, 
provocative and challenging address by the Rev. William Ortolf, Jr., our former Conn- 
ecticut Director of Christian Education. Following the service, many of us had an op- 
portunity to renew acquaintance with Mr. Ortolf and welcome him back to Connecticut.

MINUTES 


The 9th Annual Meeting of the Stonington Union-New London Baptist Association 
(Stonington Union 198th session - New London 154th session) was held at the Quaker Hill 
Baptist Church on May A, 1969. The meeting was called to order at 3:00 p.m. by the 
Moderator, the Rev. Mr, Sargis Matson. We were led in devotions by the Rev. Clifford 
Taylor whose text was Ps. 19:7. The Rev. Mr. Rowland N. Wilkinson, minister of the 
host church, gave a welcome to the Association members. Mr. Matson accepted for the 
Association members. 

Mr. Dave Ostrom, President of the Conn. Convention of the American Baptist Chur- 
ches, was called upon to give a few words of greeting from the Convention. Wayne 
Corcoran, President of the Baptist Youth Fellowship, was introduced to the Association. 
Wayne is from the Vol untown Baptist Church. 

The Clerk took the roll call of the churches. Attendance for the afternoon and 
evening sessions as close as is known was 21 churches represented with 107 delegates 
and friends present. 

The Treasurer's report (attached) showed $4,298.61 disbursements and receipts of 
$5,356.96 leaving a balance of $1,058.35. The Trust Funds now total $18,487.75. It 
was explained that the Rising Fund could be used for persons studying for the ministry or 
educational purposes - not for buildings. The report was accepted. 

The minutes of the Winter Council meeting were accepted as printed. The report of 
the Annual Church Letters was read by the Clerk and received. 

The Rev. Mr. Raymond Wixson, Minister of Christian Education of the Conn. Con- 
vention of American Baptist Churches, announced that 300 applications for Camp Wight- 
man had already been processed. He stressed the need for more camp counsellors. 

Wixson then gave a slide program on the Campus Ministry stressing the work of the Conn. 
Baptist Foundation for Campus Ministry. A question and answer period followed. Mr. 
Wixson announced that the New London and Wdterbury areas are being considered for 
campus ministers. He thanked the Association for the $300.00 assistance to the Teaching 
Associates Program. 
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Mrs. Sargis Matson reported as President on the year's activities of the Association's 
group of Baptist Women of Conn. 

COMMITTEE REPORTS 

Church Affairs Committee C hairman^ the Rev. Mr. James Pratt turned our attention 
to the 1969-70 Assessments of Member Churches (Attached). Then the Rev. Mr. Wade 
Hiltabidel reported on the progress of the Ledyard-Gales Ferry Church (attached) and 
announced that a midsummer dedication is planned for the church with all Association 
churches invited. 

Pastoral Affairs Committee C hairman^ the Rev. Mr. Holger Schluntz, was delayed 
so Mr. Hiltabidel read his written report to the Association (attached). Mr. Schluntz 
has welcomed new ministers and bid farewell to ministers on behalf of the Association. 

Mr. James Pratt chairman of the Ad-Hoc Committee formed by the Executive Com- 
mittee to study the "Committees and their duties" of the Association Constitution reported 
for he and Mrs. Paul Stubing. The motion made at the Winter Council meeting March 
4th was read and presented to the Annual Meeting. It was MSV to "endorse the decision 
made at Winter Council Meeting." Mr. Pratt then called our attention to the duties of 
the various Departments (attached) . 

Missions and Evangelism Committee C hairman^ the Rev. Mr. Glenn Eno, reported 
(attached) that his committee had scheduled two events during the year. The Rev. Mr. 
Zenas Yeghoyan, ABC missionary to Haiti/ had spoken in several Association churches 
Oct. 20-27, 1969 and on April 20, 1969 a successful pulpit exchange was carried out. 

Social Education & Action Committee C hairman, the Rev. Jean Greer, gave a ver- 
bal report. He called attention to the Winthrop Ave. apartment building in New London 
(near bridge) and told of the large Sunday School classes starting on Sunday afternoons. 

Stewardship and Finance Committee - No formal report. The Proposed Budget for 
1969-70 (attached) was discussed. It was MSV to accept the proposed budget of $4,750. 
for 1969-70. 

Christian Education Committee - No formal report was given as Mrs. J. Nelson 
Harger, chairman, was in Colorado. It was brought out however, that several Associa- 
tion members have participated this year in the Teaching Associates Program and Mrs. 
Harger was one of this team. 

Nominating Committee Chairman, Miss Lesley Beckwith, called our attention to the 
report of the Committee (attached) which had been previously given out.

There was no Auditors report this year. 

There was no Old Business to come before the Association.

It will be held May 18th from 3-5 p.m. at the Voluntown Baptist Church. It is the 
des ire of the Association that our "thanks and best wishes" go with Mr. Crooks as he be- 
gins his ministry at the First Baptist Church in New Britain. He has done much for our 
Association. 

A reception for the Rev. Mr. Douglas Harwood will be held at the United (First Bap- 
tist) Church in Stonington on May 11th at 7:15 p.m. It was suggested that our Associa- 
tion should consider in September the possibility of sending a delegate to the American 
Baptist Convention next year. 

Mrs. Elbert Gates, Jr. gave a report on the "Faith and Work Plan" - the new Amer- 
ican Baptist Convention Sunday School material. Mrs. Gates offered the services of the 
Teaching Associates team to any church that would like help. 

The 1969-70 Officers, Department Chairmen and Committee Chairmen were intro- 
duced to the Association. 

Mr. Hiltabidel extended an invitation from the Ledyard-Gales Ferry Church to hold 
the Fall Association meeting in their new church. He requested however, that we advise 
him of the date as soon as possible. 

Mr. Pratt gave a report on SAAR (Study of Administration Areas and Relationship). 

One of the 15 regions proposed will be Conn. Mass. & R.l. On the area basis there would 
be 40-70 churches with one Area Minister. M. Pratt told us that our state is very inter- 
ested in the SAAR program. 

A vote of thanks was given to our Moderator, Mr. Matson, for his fine leadership 
during 1968-69.

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ORDINATION 
Standards of Ordination 

1 . The candidate for ordination shall be a member of the church which ordains. 

2. The call for a council or ordination shall be on the recommendation of the 
Commission on the Ministry of the Connecticut Convention of American Baptist Churches. 
This call shall be sent to all of the churches of the association of the ordaining church. 

3. Education qualifications for ordination shall be: 

a. Standard college and theological studies with graduation. 

4. A candidate for ordination shall have satisfied his local ordaining council of 
his intent to enter the Christian Ministry to become a missionary or chaplain, or to enter 
some other specialized field of the Christian Ministry. 

5. A candidate for ordination must satisfy the ordaining council by giving clear 
convictions of truth upon subjects kindred to God; the Person of Christ; the work of the 
Holy Spirit; the church and its ordinances; world wide missions; and by giving evidence 
of the implications of these truths in their relationship to the life of the individual, the 
life of the church, and the life of the world. 

Procedure for Ordination 


1 . The church of which the candidate is a member arranges for a meeting of the 
candidate with an appropriate examining committee of the Association and makes contact 
with the State Commission on the Ministry, forwarding full data as to tlie qualifications 
of the candidates. 

2. Upon the recommendation of the examining committee of the Association after 
it has advised the State Commission on the Ministry the church calls said Association 
Committee through its moderator to assemble as a council of examining for ordination. 

3. To this council of examination the church invites the President and Executive 
Minister of the Convention, the State Commission on the Ministry and such other guests 
as the church and the candidate may desire. 

4. It is suggested that the date for the service of ordination should not be set un- 
til after the council of examination has recommended that the church proceed with the 
ordination service. 

5. Where there is no Association Committee the church of which the candidate is 
a member should present the candidate to the State Commission on the Ministry for exam- 
ination and upon its recommendation, proceed to call a council of examination for ordin- 
ation. Invitations to the council should be issued as in Section 2 above. 

6. Clerk of each association should file the minutes of the action of the Associa- 
tion Committee with the State Commission on the Ministry.
